LAWS OF MASSACHUSETTS 


—$__—______. 


Sec. 8. Physicians and midwives shall, within forty- 
eight hours after the birth of every child in cases of 
which they were in charge, mail or deliver to the clerk 
or registrar of the city or town in which the birth oc- 
curred, a notice stating the date and place of the birth, 
giving the street number if any, color and the family 
name. They shall within fifteen days after the birth, 
mail or deliver to the clerk or registrar of the city or 
town in which the birth occurred, a report of the birth, 
stating the date and place, the name, if any, of the child, 
its sex and color, and the names, ages, places of birth, 
occupations and residences of the parents, giving the 
street number, if there be any, and the number of the 
ward in a city, the maiden name of the mother, if the 
full return is not made within the forty-eight hours. 


The fee of the physician or midwife shall be twenty- 
five cents for each birth so reported. A physician or mid- 
wife who neglects to report each birth within forty-eight 
hours or fifteen days thereafter, shall for each offence 
forfeit a sum not exceeding twenty-five dollars. 


Sec. 6. Parents, within forty days after the birth 
of a child, and every householder within forty days after 
a birth in his house, shall cause notice thereof to be given 
to the clerk of the city or town in which child is born. 


The facts required for record, as stated in section 3, 
shall, so far as known or obtainable, be included in every 
notice given under the provision of this section. 
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Sec. 8. A parent, or other persons who, by Section 
6, is required to give, or cause to be given, notice of a 
birth or death, who neglects to do so for ten days after 
the time limited therefor, shall forfeit not more than five 


dollars for each offence. 


Sec. 24. The Town Clerk will furnish blanks for re- 
turns of births to parents, householders, physicians and 


midwives who apply therefor.

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Librarian’s Report 


—__ —_—____ 


To the Trustees of the East Bridgewater Public Library: 


I submit a report of the work of the library for the 
year ending December 31, 1986. 


The circulation of books for 1986 showed a decided 
increase from the number circulated in 1935. It is gratify- 
ing to know that the library is reaching out more and 
more into the interests of the community, especially since 
there is a noticeable decrease in the circulation of books 
throughout the country. 


Some years ago the fact that the public library is a 
division of the department of education was almost over- 
looked by a majority of the townspeople. Today the pub- 
lic library has as definite a place in the educational equip- 
ment of the town as the schools. It encourages and directs 
reading from pre-school age to adult life; it furnishes ref- 
erence and supplementary books to students and teachers; 
it helps the retarded reader and the foreign born. Tangible 
proof that the townspeople are responding to the service 
and support of the library is given by the steady increase 
in circulation through the years. 


The circulation of books and periodicals for the year 
was 61,894. The adult circulation was 43,562; the juv- 
enile circulation was 18,332. This represents an increase 
of 2271 volumes. The per capita circulation for the year 
was 16.86. 
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THE CHILDREN’S DEPARTMENT 


In the late fall, a W. P. A. project providing for the 
installation of a junior library in the basement of the pub- 
lic library was approved. The need for it is great. One 
of the results of the depression is the increased number 
of unemployed boys and girls. Among these children are 
many for whom education has no great appeal and who 
turn to the town for entertainment. It has been a prob- 
lem for the library to hold the interest and friendship of 
these young people and teach them the rules of conduct 
acceptable in a library. I feel that the junior library will 
help us find a solution to the problem. 


Special exhibits of children’s books were made dur- 
ing the past year, a Vacation Reading Club was success- 
fully conducted, and many State Reading Certificates were 
issued. Book catalogs were distributed during Book-Week 
and deposits were placed in all the schools. 


BOOK COLLECTION 


There were 583 volumes added to the book collection 
last year; 510 of these were added by purchase, and 73 
by gift. This makes a total of 12,945 volumes in the 
library. 


Foreign books, including collections in Portuguese 
and Italian, were lent us by the State Division of Public 
Libraries, as well as many other books for special study 
and reference. Books were also borrowed from other 
libraries through the Inter-library loan arrangement. 


PERSONNEL 


The library staff remains unchanged. The librarian 
and members of the staff attended library meetings in 
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Brockton, Abington, Middleboro, Boston, and Swamp- 
scott. At present the librarian is serving as president of 
the Old Colony Library Club. 


Many deeply appreciated gifts of books, magazines, 
and flowers were given to the library in 1936. I extend 
my gratitude to the donors for their generosity, to the 
members of the staff for their efficient and loyal service, 
and to the Trustees for their continued interest and 
cooperation.

Report of the Board of Public Welfare 


The Board of Public Welfare organized with Mr. 
Ezra S. Whitmarsh, Chairman and Mrs. Ellen N. E. 
Moorhouse, Clerk. 


Regular meetings have been held on Monday of each 
week and several Special Meetings have been necssary to 
take care of work due to Federal and State requirements, 
increased Old Age Assistance applications and the neces- 
sity of having to give aid on account of delayed payments 
of W. P. A. labor. 


We have aided during the past year 449 persons; of 
these 237 had settlement in this town, 88 in other cities 
and towns, 124 State and 21 Mother’s Aid. Two cases of 
Mothers’ Aid were closed on account of being self sup- 
porting, and there are three cases pending at the present 
time. 


OLD AGE ASSISTANCE REPORT 


Persons aided during the year, 84; closed 6; (2 by 
death, 3 moved away, 1 for other reasons). 


We are aiding on Old Age Assistance at the present 
time, 78. 


The law on eligibility has been amended as follows: 
A citizen of 65 years of age or over who shall have re- 
sided in the Commonwealth not less than five years during 
the nine years immediately preceding the date of applica- 
tion for such assistance and who shall have resided in the 
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Commonwealth continuously for year immediately pre- 
ceding said date of application is eligible, providing all 


other requirements are met.

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Report of the Board of Selectmen 


—— 


The past year has been marked with a continuation 
of the problems of the economic depression, which seems 
to have continued without abatement. Rather the de- 
mands have been intensified and the work of administer- 
ing these problems have become more complicated. The 
lack of steady employment by many of our citizens in 
private employment has been responsible for demand for 
remedy through the town government. In some measure 
this has been helped by the continuation of federal aid 
in work projects and the town welfare employment fund. 


CERTIFICATION FOR EMPLOYMENT 


Elegibility for federal employment is and has been 
maintained as a federal activity. This has been an un- 
pleasant source of misunderstanding. Certification for 
employment has been made under regulations of the fed- 
eral agencies and based on the result of their inquiries 
of the economic condition of applicants. A person cer- 
tified by them is placed on the eligible list. When workers 
are requested for projects, only persons on the certified 
list are assigned. Assignment is made by the federal 
agency. The selection of persons who were to work on 
these projects has never been made by the board of 
selectmen or any other town officer or agency. This has 
been the subject of considerable discussion. 


The board believes that the work program could bet- 
ter be administered, if the selection of persons to be 
assigned to the projects was a function of some local 
agency. 
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W. P. A. PROJECTS 


During the year we have continued to receive federal 
aid under the Works Progress Administration. This has 
been the source of a large payroll for the year from fed- 
eral funds as shown by the following list of payroll pay- 
ments made on projects operated. 


Curtailment has been made from time to time on the 
number of persons employed during the year. The 
W. P. A. sets a quota for the town and the total number 
of persons employed is limited to this number. The total! 
payroll disbursements under the W. P. A. projects has 


totalled $71,482.57 as shown by the following list:

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P. W. A. PROJECT 


The selectmen have served as members of the Build- 
ing Committee in charge of the construction of an addi- 
tion to the High School as a P.W.A. project under the 
Federal Emergency Aid Act of 1935. 


Early in 1936 owing to the failure of the original 
contractor to properly prosecute the work under the con- 
tract, it was necessary to terminate the contract, and 
request that the surety for the contractor undertake the 
completion of the contract. 


Delay was experienced by reason of this which has 
handicapped the completion of the work. Over two months 
delay occurred at this time. 


The use of the building for the purpose for which it 
was built, namely, to provide adequate facilities for the 
senior-junior high school in a single session, is now in 
operation with all the classrooms in use by the school 
authorities. Within a short time the entire building will 
be available for school purposes. 


The construction program calls for an outlay of $109,- 
000.00 of which the federal government is to contribute 
45 percent by way of a direct grant. Two payments of 
the amount have been received during the year amount- 
ing to approximately $37,000.00 and the balance will be 
received after completion and acceptance of the building. 


FOOD AND COMMODITIES 


Through the Surplus Commodities division of the 
federal government, food and clothing has been distributed 
as received from the federal government. Distribution 
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is made to holders of cards issued by the department of 
public welfare or Soldiers’ Relief Agent. The monthly 
average for food distribution shows 568.38 persons bene- 
fitted, and for clothing, shows 484 persons benefitted. 
Each case card representing in general more than one 
person. The list of articles distributed is as follows:

BUDGET REQUIREMENTS FOR 1936 


During the past two years, tax reductions of $1.00 
and 80 cents respectively have been made. This has been 
accomplished despite the heavy demands created by in- 
creased welfare and unemployment costs. The town de- 
partments have cooperated in general to confine expen- 
ditures. The board has refrained from advocating any 
expenditures other than those absolutely necessary. 


Again this year the board recommends that road 
work under Chapter 90 be omitted in the interest of keep- 
ing the tax rate down. 
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The departmental budgets meet with our approval 
in general and the requests seem to be sums necessary 
to properly conduct the departments for the year 1937. 


CONCLUSION 
The board expresses its appreciation of the excellent 
spirit of cooperation manifested during the year by town 
officers and committees in administering the work of the 
year.

Ladies and Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit my second annual report of the 
schools. This report is for the fiscal year ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1936. 


In the annual organization meeting of the School 
Committee held in March, Mr. Samuel K. Nutter was 
elected Chairman, Mrs. Anna M. Bannerman, Treasurer ; 
and Mr. A. J. Bradford Alexander, Secretary. 


The School Department regrets the passing of Mr. 
John P. Cheever who died in July, 1936. Mr. Cheever 
had been Principal of the East Bridgewater High School 
since 1929. 


The following teachers left the service of the School 
Department during the past year: Mrs. Ina M. Curley, 
Miss Anne Wernick, Miss Verna White, Mr. William E. 
Curley, Mr. George P. Carleton, Mrs. Beatrice M. Belyea, 
and Miss Jeanette B. Lakin. 


The following teachers have been elected to positions 
during the past year: Miss Alli Partanen, Miss Edna A. 
Folsom, Mr. Everett R. Lays, Mr. Joseph F. Morey, Mr. 
Daniel T. Blanchard, Mr. H. Emerson Mitchell, Mr. Isaiah 
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Chase, and Miss Edith Shores. The assignment of these 
teachers is given in the Teachers’ Directory at the end of 
this report. The following teachers were transferred 
beginning in September, 1936: Miss Ellie C. Murray from 
the Pond School to the Allen School First Grade, Miss 
Dorothy E. Vaughn from the Allen School First Grade 
to the Allen School Fifth Grade, Miss Grace R. Smith 
from the Allen School Fifth Grade to the Allen School 
Sixth Grade, Miss Virginia S. Howland from the Allen 
School Sixth Grade to the Junior High School, Miss Mar- 
garet Giles from the Junior High School to the Special 
Class. 


Because of the reduction in the number of pupils 
attending the Pond School, this building was closed in 
June, 1986 and the pupils transferred to the West and 
Allen Schools. 


The following major improvements have been made 
in the physical condition of the school buildings during 
the past year: 


1. The Elmwood School was painted inside and out- 
side. 


2. The Beaver School was repaired and painted on 
the outside. 


A new fence was erected at the Beaver School.

4. Old desks were refinished at the Allen School and 
the High School. 


5. The Allen School was shingled. 


6. Electric lights were installed in the Elmwood, 
West and Beaver Schools. 
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7. New toilets for the girls were installed at the 
Allen School. 


The School Department has endeavored to make a 
beginning in the replacement of obsolete textbooks. An 
effort has been made to introduce those books for which 
there was the greatest need as follows: 


1. A complete new reading system for the first six 
grades.

A complete modern writing system for the first 
eight grades. 


3. English books for Grades VII, VIII, IX and X. 
4, Health books for Grades VII and VIII. 
American History for Grade XII.

6. World History for Grade XI. 


7. Language books for Grades I to VI. 


These adoptions in all cases replace books that were 
both worn out and obsolete in materials and technique. 


The opening of the addition to the High School 
building will afford excellent facilities for the Senior- 
Junior High School. The difficulties arising out of the 
two-platoon system, which has been in operation for a 
number of years, are well known to all who are familiar 
with the school situation. 


Doubtless, by the time this report is published the 
school will be functioning in the new building. The High 
School is now a twenty-room building with special facil- 
ities for Home Economics, Shop Work, and Lunchroom. 
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There are special teachers’ rooms and a clinic. The 
auditorium seats five hundred people and provides an 
excellent basket-ball floor. A large stage provides 
adequate facilities for Dramatics. Shower rooms are 
provided for both girls and boys. Recessed corridor 
lockers provide excellent storage facilities for outside 
clothes. A new ventilating and heating system together 
with a new electric program clock help to make the build- 
ing modern in every particular. The classrooms are 
designed particularly well for school room purposes with 
proper furnishings and arrangement. 


The much needed improvement in the physical con- 
dition of the school buildings, the adoption of new basal 
texts, and the new addition to the High School have pro- 
vided much improved educational facilities for the Town. 
The school program should show increased educational 
dividends with each succeeding year. The teaching staff 
is competent and professional. A fine spirit of coopera- 
tion has been extended by all persons connected with the 
School Department.

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ABSTRACT FROM CHAPTER 99 OF THE REVISED 
LAWS OF MASSACHUSETTS 


Sec. 3. Physicians and midwives shall, within forty- 
eight hours after the birth of every child in cases of 
which they were in charge, mail or deliver to the clerk 
or registrar of the city or town in which the birth oc- 
curred, a notice stating the date and place of the birth, 
giving the street number if any, color and the family 
name. They shall within fifteen days after the birth, 
mail or deliver to the clerk or registrar of the city or 
town in which the birth occurred, a report of the birth, 
stating the date and place, the name, if any, of the child, 
its sex and color, and the names, ages, places of birth, 
occupations and residences of the parents, giving the 
street number, if there be any, and the number of the 
ward in a city, the mailed name of the mother, if the 
‘full return is not made within the forty-eight hours. 


The fee of the physician or midwife shall be twenty- 
five cents for each birth so reported. A physician or mid- 
wife who neglects to report each birth within forty-eight 
hours or fifteen days thereafter, shall for each offence 
forfeit a sum not exceeding twenty-five dollars. 


Sec. 6. Parents, within forty days after the birth 
of a child, and every householder within forty days after 
a birth in his house, shall cause notice thereof to be given 
to the clerk of the city or town in which child is born. 


The facts required for record, as stated in section 3, 
shall, so far as known or obtainable, be included in every 
notice given under the provision of this section. 
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Sec. 8. A parent, or other persons who, by Section 
6, is required to give, or cause to be given, notice of a 
birth or death, who neglects to do so for ten days after 
the time limited therefor, shall forfeit not more than five 
dollars for each offence. 


Sec. 24. The Town Clerk will furnish blanks for re- 
turns of births to parents, householders, physicians and 
midwives who apply therefor.

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Report of the Fire Department 


To the Board of Selectmen— 
Gentlemen: 


Herewith is our report for the year 19387. 


Most pleasing to the engineers has been the hearty 
cooperation of the townspeople and the unanimous opinion, 
that our recommendation made last year for the pur- 
chase of a motorized hook and ladder truck with aux- 
iliary pumper should have been accepted. The purchase 
of this apparatus fills a long needed requirement. 


The new piece of apparatus was selected and pur- 
chased soon after town meeting by the committee 
appointed and placed in service, June 23, 1937. It has 
proven its value as an auxiliary unit for any type of 
work and provides the extra safeguard which was hither- 
tofore missing when certain types of ladders were needed. 


Some improvements have been made at the Central 
Station including the installation of overhead doors which 
have helped reduce heating costs and will make it more 
probable that the apparatus can leave the station without 
delay in winter time. 


During the year, the Department responded to 69 
alarms; 20 district and 49 still or telephone alarms. 


We have issued 20 garage permits, 1 permit to install 
a gas tank and store gasoline, 33 permits for the storage 
of fuel oil, 7 permits for the sale of fireworks, and 4 per- 
mits for use of incinerator. 
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At the Central Station there is a Maxim triple com- 
bination truck of 750 gal. capacity and a Buffalo triple 
combination ladder truck with 200 gal. capacity. 


At the Elmwood Station there is an International 
chemical combination truck. 


The Department has 2,850 feet of double jacket rub- 


ber lined hose, 214-in. in diameter and 600 feet of 114-in. 
double jacket hose.

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Librarian’s Report 


To the Trustees of the East Bridgewater 
Public Library: 


I submit herewith the report of the Librarian for 
the year ending December 31, 1937. 


USE OF THE LIBRARY 


The home use of books for the year was 70,104. The 
use of material for reference and study is unrestricted, 
and it is therefore impossbile to record it accurately. 
Deposits of books were made available to every branch 
of the public school system, including special loans for 
teachers who are working for extra certificates and 
degrees. Six collections of Portugese and Italian books 
were used, and non-fiction was borrowed upon appli- 
cation for home and college students. Regular instruc- 
tion was given to high school students under the N. Y. A. 
in the work of the library. 


APPROPRIATIONS FOR THE SUPPORT OF THE 
LIBRARY 


The town appropriated for the support of the Library 
during 1937 the sum of $4,120.78. To this was added 
the dog tax which amounted to $354.22. The available 
income from trust funds for the year was $404.94. 


Year after year in making the library appropriation, 
no consideration is given to the following facts: that dur- 
ing the past seven years the library has increased in cir- 
culation from 20,000 to 70,000; that previous to 1930 
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there was no children’s department, no collaboration with 
the schools, and no reference department; that since 
there is no school library, the public library must serve 
the schools; that the interest on trust funds which once 
provided only for current reading, must now be stretched 
three ways. The inadequacy of our trust funds to cover 
our book purchases is indicated by the following table:

The town appropriation is too small to permit the 
replacement of worn out and discarded books, to bind the 
required number of books, or to bind any magazines. It 
takes no great effort of the imagination to see that the 
Library will have to curtail service unless the budget is 
increased. 


JUNIOR DEPARTMENT 


On Friday, October 29, the new Junior Department — 
was opened for public inspection. The work was done 
as a W. P. A. project. Constructed in the basement of 
the library building, the new room is reached by a sep- 
arate entrance and can be operated as a separate unit. 
The interior of the room is finished in two tones of gray 
and terra cotta. A three-section case was built in to care 
for the Whitman bird collection. As a part of the project, 
an oil burner unit was installed, and a fire room was 
built to enclose the heating plant. 
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The addition of this department has long been needed, 
and it is the most progressive contribution that has ever 
been made by the town to the library. 


The increase in circulation for the year in the Junior 
Department was 4,848. A Vacation Reading Club conduc- 
ted during the summer ended with a Hallowe’en party in 
the new room. State reading certificates were issued, and 
story hours were held. 


GIFTS 


The Library was the recipient of books, magazines, 
and other gifts of library interest. We are very grateful 
to the donors. 


In conclusion, I express my appreciation to the Board 
of Selectmen for their efforts in planning, sponsoring 
and carrying to completion the building of the Junior 
Department. I thank the Board of Trustees and the assis- 
tants for their continued support and encouragement.

The Board of Public Welfare organized with Mr. 


Ezra 8S. Whitmarsh, Chairman, and Mrs. Ellen N. E. 
Moorhouse, Clerk. 


Regular meetings have been held on Monday of each 
week and several special meetings have been necessary 
to take care of work due to Federal and State require- 
ments and increased Old Age Assistance applications. 


We have aided during the past year, 515 persons; 
of these, 291 had settlement in this town, 83 in other 
cities and towns, 141 no settlement. 


The disbursements in January and so far in Febru- 
ary for 1938 show an increase for the like time in 1937. 


Aid to Dependent Children 


We are aiding under this act, 9 families, consisting 
of nineteen children. 


During the year we have aided 117 cases of the 
above, 8 have died, 8 moved away, and 5 discontinued, 
making 21 cases closed, leaving 96 on the roll at present.

The Board of Health organized April 26, 1937 with 
A. Clinton Smith as Chairman and Alton L. Hurlburt, 
M. D., Secretary. Meetings have been held monthly dur- 
ing the year. A set of regulations for the control of 
Communicable Diseases was adopted, advertised as re- 
quired by law, and are now legally effective. 


The expenses of the Board of Health were increased 
this year due to the unusually large expenditure for 
Tuberculosis hospital care and slaughtering inspection. 


It should be noted as shown in the Auditor’s report 
that a considerable portion of the expenditures for Tuber- 
culosis hospital care, and a portion of the sewerage dis- 
posal and contagious disease expense, has been repaid to 
the town.

The Board of Health of East Bridgewater at a special 
meeting, this date, hereby adopts the following regula- 
tions for the contral of communicable diseases. The fol- 
lowing diseases are among those reportable under pro- 
visions of Sections 6, 7, 109, 111 and 112 of Chapter 111 
of the General Laws of Massachusetts: Infantile Paral- 
ysis, Chicken Pox, Diphtheria, Dog Bite, Epidemic Cer- 
ebro-spinal Meningitis, German Measles, Measles, Mumps, 
Scarlet Fever, Small Pox, Tuberculosis, Typhoid Fever 
and Whooping Cough. 


When a householder knows a person within his fam- 
ily or house is sick with a disease dangerous to the public 
health, he shall immediately give notice thereof to the 
Board of Health, stating the name of the sick person, the 
age, the address, the nature of the sickness and the date 
of onset. In cases in which a physician has been called in, 
his notification will be accepted in place of that of the 
householder. 


A person who is sick with any of the following dis- 
eases shall be isolated for the specified periods as listed 
for each disease. Such isolation shall consist of imme- 
diate removal to a hospital, set apart for the treatment 
of such diseases, or to some isolated place or room ap- 
proved by the Board of Health or its agent, and no per- 
son so isolated shall leave such hospital or room until the 
end of the period of isolation and until,the Board of 
Health or its agent shall permit him to do so. 


Infantile Paralysis—2 weeks from onset and there- 
after until acute symptoms have subsided. 


Chicken Pox—one week from appearance of the rash 
and thereafter until all crusts have disappeared. 


Diphtheria—one week from onset and thereafter 
until two successive negative cultures taken at least 24 
hours apart from both nose and throat have been obtained. 


Epidemic Cerebro-spinal Meningitis—2 weeks from 
onset and thereafter until all acute symptoms have 
subsided.

German Measles—one week from the appearance of 


the rash. 


Measles—one week from the appearance of the rash. 


Mumps—one week from the onset of the disease and 
thereafter until all swelling of the salivary glands has 
disappeared. 


Scarlet Fever—three weeks from the appearance of 
the rash, and then only if there is no inflammation or dis- 
charge from the nose or throat, and if discharge of nose 
or throat disappears during month after release from 
isolation, precautions shall be re-established. Complicated 
cases of Scarlet Fever shall be isolated four weeks and 
thereafter until abnormal discharges shall have ceased, 
swollen glands subsided or three successive cultures of 
abnormal discharges shall have been found free of hem- 
alytic streptococci. 


Small Pox—three weeks from onset and thereafter 
until all crusts have disappeared. 


Typhoid Fever—one week after subsidence of clinical 
symptoms and thereafter until two successive negative 
stool and urine cultures, secured at an interval of at 
least one week, have been obtained; provided that a per- 
son who continues to be a carrier may be released under 
supervision of and after special permission by the Board 
of Health. 


Whooping Cough—until after three weeks from the 
beginning of the spasmodic cough. 


Placards—houses or portions of houses in which 
there is a person sick with Infantile Paralysis, Diphtheria, 
Epidemic Cerebro-spinal Meningitis, Scarlet Fever or 
Small Pox shall be placarded with a card bearing the 
name of the disease with which the person is sick. The 
card shall not be removed except on authority of the 
Board of Health. Such placarding shall constitute a quar- 
antine and no person except physicians, nurses and those 
whose duty it is to minister to the patient shall be allowed 
to enter the place of isolation during the continuance of 
the disease, except as specified below, and unless per- 
mitted to do so by the Board of Health.

Notices—houses or portions of houses in which there 
is a person sick with Chicken Pox, German Measles, 
Measles, Mumps, Typhoid Fever or Whooping Cough 
shall be labelled with a small printed notice to the effect 
that said disease exists within. This notice card will be 
mailed to each householder when the disease is reported 
to the Board of Health and the householder must attach 
the same in a readily visible place at or near the most 
frequently used entrance to the house or place of isolation. 
This notice is not intended to quarantine any members 
of the household or to exclude others from entering, but 
non-immune persons are warned to avoid direct contact 
with the sick person. This notice must be left in place 
until the end of the isolation period when it must be 
removed by the householder. Persons sick with one of 
this second group of diseases shall be restricted to the 
house or premises until the period of isolation shall have 
elapsed and no child with whooping cough shall go out- 
side his or her home unless such child is wearing on the 
sleeve of the outer garment a yellow band at least 2 inches 
wide with the words ‘““Whooping Cough” distinctly worked 
thereon. Parents or other persons having direct contro! 
of such child shall be responsible for proper compliance 
to these regulations. 


The following regulations for the control of contacts 
shall be followed: 


Infantile Paralysis—All children and school teachers 
shall be quarantined until two weeks have elapsed from 
the date of the last exposure. Others whose occupation 
brings them in contact with children and food handlers 
have no restrictions if they live away from home. Other 
adults are not restricted. 


Chicken Pox—No restrictions for contacts. 


Diphtheria — Children if immune, as shown by a 
Schick test or on the basis of a previous attack of the 
disease, may return to school provided they live away 
from home or case is hospitalized, and if two consecutive 
nose and throat cultures taken at an interval of not less 
than 24 hours have been obtained; non-immune children 
are restricted until one week has elapsed from the date 
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of the last exposure and until 2 negative cultures are 
obtained as above. School teachers shall be subject to 
the same restrictions as school children. Food handlers 
and others whose occupation brings them in contact with 
children have no restrictions if they live away from home. 


Epidemic Cerebro-spinal Meningitis—School teachers 
and all children are to be quarantined until 10 days from 
the date of last exposure. Food handlers and workers 
about children must live away from home or be similarly 
quarantined. 


German Measles—No restrictions for contacts. 


Measles—Immune children and school teachers shall 
not be restricted. Non-immune children and _ school 
teachers must remain out of school for 10 days from the 
date of last exposure. 


Mumps—No restrictions. 


Scarlet Fever—Immune children and school teachers 
must live away from home or be excluded from school. 
Non-immune children and school teachers are excluded 
unless they live away from home one week at the end of 
which time they may return if they are free of all symp- 
toms and they continue to live away from home. Food 
handlers and others whose occupation brings them in con- 
tact with children must live away from home if they wish 
to continue at their occcupation. 


Small Pox—Contacts shall be quarantined until three 
weeks have elapsed from the date of last exposure, unless 
immunized by a previous attack by a recent successful 
vaccination, or showing an immunity reaction. 


Typhoid Fever—wNo restrictions of anyone but food 
handlers living in a family in which a case of typhoid 
fever exists who shall be excluded from their occupation 
so long as they continue to live in the same house in 
which the case exists. 


Whooping Cough — No restrictions except for non- 
immune children who shall be excluded from school for 
two weeks from the last exposure.

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Report of County Aid to Agriculture 


The Plymouth County Extension Service has been 
functioning for the betterment of Agriculture, Home Life, 
and the boys and girls of the county for twenty-three 
years. It is your organization and its service to you is 
dependent in a large measure upon your desire and 
request for such services. 


The names of eighty-eight people in this town were on 
the mailing list to receive information relating to Poultry, 
Dairy, Market Garden, and Cranberries, and in addition 
thirty-five personal calls were made by the County agent. 
Thirteen men were enrolled to keep Farm Records, and 
twenty-one men are expected to receive payments earned 
in the Agricultural Conservation Program. Meetings held 
in town were on Crops, Agricultural Conservation, and 
Repair of Potato Sprayers. Local men and women at- 
tended many meetings county-wide in nature. 


Home Demonstration Work included projects in home 
management, parent education, clothing, and home ground 
improvement. Six meetings were held in this town and 
additional help along various lines has been given by 
letter, telephone, office call, or home visit. 


In 4-H Club Work, the Extension Service provides for 
the boys and girls of the County an opportunity for edu- 
cational development through study and practice in home 
economics and agriculture, as well as an opportunity for 
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self improvement. It develops cooperation, leadership, 
self-confidence, ambition, sportsmanship, ability to think, 
responsibility, and community spirit. Boys and girls of 
this town were enrolled in the following 4-H projects: 
home furnishing, clothing, canning, food preparation, 
dairy, garden, forestry, and poultry.

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Report of the Board of Selectmen 


Reference to reports of the board for the past few 
years indicate that certain conditions existing due to 
economic and business reasons were in the main respon- 
sible for the development of a general situation in the 
nation which generated a series of conditions which could 
not be measured with any degree of accuracy from year 
to year. 


Unemployment and generally unsettled business con- 
ditions still prevail, adding serious questions in the man- 
agement of town affairs. When the budget for the year 
1937 was in preparation, a feeling of business optimism 
prevailed in reports available. This assurance was not 
warranted and the decline which started early in the sum- 
mer was sharp and there was an attendant increase in 
the gravity of the problems added to the burden of the 
town by these matters. Welfare, work relief and unem- 
ployment costs increased to a higher figure than antici- 
pated. Also the lowering of the age when old age assist- 
ance may be received and the new aid to dependent chil- 
dren act have increased the financial costs. 


In August 1987 it became evident that the appro- 
priations in several of these departments would be inade- 
quate to meet the requirements for the entire year. 
Unless funds were provided to meet the increased outlay, 
an expenditure approximately $25,000.00 in excess of that 
estimated, confronted the town for the welfare and social 
needs. 
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After a survey of the financial conditions, it was 
decided to recommend that the funds necessary to meet 
the inevitable increases, be provided by borrowing from 
the state the sum of six thousand dollars, with repay- 
ments to be made as tax redemptions are made, and the 
balance of the funds required was made by transfers 
from surplus accounts. We believe that these recom- 
mendations accepted by a special town meeting were 
beneficial. 


W. P. A. PROJECTS 

The number of persons employed on W. P. A. projects 
has varied with federal allotments. Substantial increase 
in the number employed was made in December. Only a 
small percentage of those seeking work could be placed 
at work within the quotas assigned. The board is of the 
opinion that there are compensations in the work relief 
program, in that it helps keep welfare costs down, by 
providing some people opportunity to earn. We recom- 
mend that an appropriation be made for the continuation 
of W.P.A. projects. 


P.W.A. DOCKET 

The high school addition constructed under a federal 
P.W.A. has been completed and accepted. The entire 
amount of the federal grant, $47,160.00, has been paid 
to the town. The final payments due certain contractors 
are still being retained by the committee until certain 
requirements of the committee are complied with. These 
matters are rapidly being adjusted and complete settle- 
ment is expected to be made soon. 
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During the past year the co-operative spirit of officers 
and committees has been most cordial and harmonious.

Report of the Superintendent 


of Schools 


To the School Committee 
East Bridgewater 
Massachusetts 


Ladies and Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit my third annual report of the 
schools. This report is for the fiscal year ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1937. 


At the annual organization meeting of the School 
Committee held in March, Mr. Samuel K. Nutter was 
elected Chairman, Mrs. Anna M. Bannerman, Treasurer, 
and Mr. A. J. Bradford Alexander, Secretary. 


The following teachers left the service of the School 
Department during the past year: Mr. Edmund K. Luddy, 
Mr. Isaiah Chase, Mr. H. Emerson Mitchell, Miss Edna 
A. Folsom, Mrs. Blanche H. Frost and Miss Margaret A. 
Bird. 


The School Department regrets the passing of Mr. 
Harry Kambegian, who died in September, 1937. Mr. 
Kambegian had served faithfully as janitor of the Allen 
School for many years. 


The following teachers have been elected to positions 
during the past year: Miss Katherine L. Morehardt, Miss 
Ruth L. Andersen, Mr. Stanley B. Goldman, and Mr. 
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Emery 8. Loud. The assignments of these teachers are 
given in the Teachers’ Directory at the end of this report. 


We have a-professional and cooperative teaching 
staff. A number of teachers are doing graduate work, 
thereby continuing to improve themselves professionally. 
The teachers have organized a local Teachers’ Club which 
will eventually affiliate with the State Organization. 


The Beaver School was closed in June, 1937 because 
of the reduction of the number of pupils attending that 
building. These pupils are transported to the Allen 
School. A considerable saving was brought about by this 
action and the advantages of a larger school became avail- 
able to this group. 


Over a period of years most of the so-called “‘outside 
schools” have been closed. This is in keeping with the 
general trend. During the last few years this type of 
school all over the United States has been closed at the 
rate of 5000 per year. Better methods of transportation 
and the distinct advantages of the consolidated school have 
caused this change. 


A number of the buildings which are not being used 
by the School Department have been granted to Com- 
munity Clubs free of charge, so these buildings continue 
to serve a good purpose. 


There is a distinct trend throughout the country 
toward a reduction in the elementary school population. 
The High School population continues to increase because 
the better facilities now available in most High Schools 
tend to exert more “holding power”. Again, industry does 
not absorb the younger people as formerly. More and 
more industry of all kinds is demanding at least a High 
School education for any type of employment. 
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In order for a child to enter the first grade, that child 
must be five years old January Ist, previous to the Septem- 
ber when entering school. This regulation increases 
slightly the age requirement over former years. Many 
mistakes have been made in entering children who are too 
young for the grade. The under age child, although many 
times a bright child, finds it difficult to become adjusted 
socially to the group. It is better that a child be over age 
and in the upper quarter of the class than to be under age 
and in the lower quarter of the class. 


I believe that a recapitulation of some of the high 
lights of the last three years might well be recorded at 
this time. 


The following major physical improvements have 
been made: 


1. All school furniture refinished and placed in good 
order. 


2. New toilets for both girls and boys installed at 
the Allen School. 


3. Allen School shingled. 
4. Electric lights installed in all ‘‘outside schools.”’ 


5. Sanitary toilets installed at Elmwood. 


6. Interiors and exteriors of buildings have been 
painted regularly. 


7. Compeltion of the addition to the Senior-Junior 
High School. 


The following major improvements have been made 
in instructional materials: 
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LPuvA: complete new reading system for first six 
grades. 


2. A complete new writing system for first eight 
grades. 


3. A complete new language system for first six 
grades. ; 


4. Acomplete new Geography for grades IV to VIII. 


5. New textbooks in American History, Health, 
World History, English (Grades VII - VIII - 
IX - X), Biology, Arithmetic, and General 
Science. 


6. The High School Chemistry equipment has been 
amplified in order to afford facilities for 
individual laboratory instruction. This 
Course is now being taught according to 
College Entrance standards. 


These adoptions in all cases replaced books which 
were not only obsolete as to physical condition but also 
obsolete in materials and technique. 


A syllabus has been developed in all subjects whereby 
all work is planned for the year. Material to be covered 
-and objectives to be attained are always before the in- 
structor. 


The Supervisor of Music continues to render excel- 
lent service in that field. The Drawing Supervisor is help- 
ing to stimulate an appreciation of Art. The Health 
service, under the direction of the School Nurse, School 
Doctor, and School Dentist, continues to render valuable 
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aid to the school children. Health is being taught regu- 
larly in all grades through the eighth. Safety education 
is also a part of the regular curriculum. 


The outstanding contribution to the educational facil- 
ities of the Town during the last three years was the 
erection of the addition to the High School building. This 
building affords excellent facilities for the Senior-Junior 
High School. We offer a complete program for pupils at 
the secondary level. The High School is a ‘“‘Class A” school 
and offers as good a program as any school of its size in 
the State. Excellent lunchroom facilities are available 
to the pupils. Outside the regular curriculum, a compre- 
hensive activity program has been developed, which 
operates in the afternoon. This program includes: Band, 
Harmony Class, Mechanical Drawing, Dramatics, Stamp 
Club, Athletics, Household Arts Club, Students’ Pen, 
Science Club, French Club, and Class functions of various 
types. The High School is organized with five 55 minute 
periods. The last 20 minutes of each period is devoted to 
supervised study in the particular subject of the period. 
This affords an opportunity for pupils to start the new 
assignment under the guidance of the teacher in that 
particular subject. 


The Superintendent has endeavored to spend School 
Department money with discretion. Purchases have been 
made which are essential. Non-essentials have been elim- 
inated. The only consideration in buying supplies has 
been quality at reasonable price. The School Department 
returned to the Town at the end of the year more than 
$700.00 unexpended balance. The budget for 1938 calls 
for a reduction over the 1937 budget of nearly $1,000.00. 


I believe we are offering a good school program from 
Grade I to Grade XII. The curriculum is modern, the 
teachers are professional and the physical conditions are 
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adequate. The result of this process is the only test of 
its efficiency. These results are hard to measure. In the 
elementary grades the attainments in the traditional 
subject matter can be fairly well determined. As we ad- 
vance through the grades subject matter results can be 
measured less adequately. Over and above this subject 
matter testing, I believe that the greater aim should be 
to teach those qualities of living which may be summed 
up in the word “character”. This abstract quality can- 
not be measured from term to term and year to year. It 
can be measured only by the life these young people are 
going to live when they are through with formal educa- 
tion. If a school system can turn out young people of 
character, it has justified its existence. If the schools 
can inculcate habits of industry, of honesty, of persever- 
ance, of clear thinking, and of right living, they have 
rendered the kind of service for which they were intended. 


During the past three years, I have always had the 
full cooperation and support of the School Committee, 
Parents, School Department employees, and school chil- 
dren. I appreciate that support and I shall endeavor to 
merit its continuance.

MARCH 7, 1938 


Pursuant to a Warrant, signed by the Selectmen on 
February 14, 1988, and then duly posted by a Constable 
and his return thereon, the annual Town Meeting was 
held at the Town Hall on March 7, 1938.

TOWN ELECTION—MARCH 12, 1938 


Pursuant to a Warrant signed by the selectmen and 
the Constable’s return thereon, the annual town election 
was held at the Town Hall on March 12, 1938. The meet- 
ing was called to order at 6 o’clock in the morning by 
Moderator Forrest E. Cousins. 


Specimen ballots, penalty and instruction cards were 
duly posted as required by law. A package said to con- 
tain twenty-two hundred and eighty ballots were delivered 
to the ballot clerks by Michael J. McCarthy and a receipt 
therefor obtained. 
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The ballot box was inspected by all the election 
officers before the polling started and found to be empty. 
The ballot box registered 0000. After the inspection of 
the ballot box it was locked and the keys thereto delivered 
to Charles Pratt, constable at the polls. 


All preliminary requirements of the laws having been 
complied with the moderator declared the polls open at 
6 o'clock and ready for balloting. 


The following were sworn by the Town Clerk to serve 
as ballot clerks, William F. Churchill, Edwin Druken- 
brod, Wentworth Burrell, Willard DeChambeau, Thomas 
Freeman, Clifford Phillips, Anna Murphy, Margaret G.

Voted, to appropriate by transfer, the following sums 
to the accounts named: to the snow removal account the 
sum of nine hundred dollars from the Welfare Outside 
Aid Account; to the Elections and Registration Account 
the sum of one hundred twenty-five dollars from the 
Soldiers’ Burial Account; the sum of twenty-five dollars 
to the Sewer Account, twe hundred dollars to the Welfare 
Administration and two hundred dollars to the police 
account from the miscellaneous government account; the 
sums of two hundred fifty dollars to the Water Mainten- 
ance account, two hundred fifty dollars to the Soldiers’ 
Relief Account, the sum of fifty dollars to the Tax Col- 
lection account, and the sum of three hundred fifty dol- 
lars to the Library account to be from the Welfare Out- 
side Aid account and to the Snow Removal account, the 
sum of six hundred dollars from the interest on tem- 
porary loans account. 


A unanimous vote.

In accordance with your instructions, I have made 
an audit of the books and accounts of the town of East 
Bridgewater for the period from June 10, 1934, the date 
of the previous audit, to July 11, 1938, and report thereon 
as follows:

The records of the financial transactions of the sev- 
eral departments receiving or disbursing money for the 
town, or committing bills for collection, were examined, 
checked, and verified by a comparison with the reports 
and records in the office of the accounting officer. 


The ledger accounts were analyzed, the appropria- 
tions, loan orders, and transfers being checked with the 
town clerk’s records of town meetings and with the 
records of the finance committee. The necessary correct- 
ing and adjusting entries resulting from the audit were 
made, and a balance sheet showing the financial condition 
of the town on July 11, 1938, was prepared and is ap- 
pended to this report. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were 
examined and checked. The cash book additions were 
verified, and the recorded receipts were analyzed and 
compared with the records of the accounting officer and 
with those of the departments making payments to the 
treasurer. The payments by the treasurer were compared 
with the selectmen’s warrants authorizing the disburse- 
ment of town funds. 


The treasurer’s cash balance on July 11, 1938, was 
proved by a reconciliation of the bank balances with 
statements furnished by the banks of deposit and by actual 
count of the cash in the office. 


The securities and savings bank books representing 
the investment of the various trust funds in the custody 
of the selectmen, town treasurer, and the East Bridge- 
water Savings Bank were personally examined, the in- 
come being proved and the transfers to the town being 
verified. 
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The recorded payments on account of maturing debt 
and interest were checked with the amounts falling due 
and with the cancelled securities on file. 


The records of tax titles held by’the town were exam- 
ined and checked. The amounts added to the tax title 
account were compared with the collector’s records. The 
reported redemptions were checked with the reciepts as 
recorded on the treasurer’s cash book, and the tax titles 
on hand were listed, proved, and checked with the records 
in the Registry of Deeds. 


In connection with federal grants received on account 
of old age assistance, attention is called to Section 7, 
Chapter 436, Acts of 1936, which requires that the money 
received shall be kept in separate accounts and expended 
for the purposes specified by the State Department of Pub- 
lic Welfare. Payments on approved cases should be 
charged directly against the proper grant accounts, and 
any balance in these accounts at the close of the year 
should be carried forward. 


The books and accounts of the collector of taxes who 
retired from office on March 24, 1938, and of the newly 
elected collector, were examined and checked. The taxes 
outstanding at the time of the previous examination were 
audited and all subsequent commitments were analyzed 
and reconciled with the assessors’ warrants for their 
collection. The payments to the treasurer by the col- 
lector were checked to the treasurer’s books, the abate- 
ments as recorded were compared with the records of 
abatements granted by the assessors, and the outstanding 
accounts were listed and proved. 


Attention is again called to the provisions of Section 
2, Chapter 60A, General Laws, relative to the collection 
of interest on overdue motor vehicle excise taxes. 
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A determined effort should be made by the new col- 
lector to secure prompt settlement of the tax levies of 
1937 and of prior years. 


It is important that the provisions of Section 50, 
Chapter 60, General Laws, as amended, be followed by 
the collector when subsequent taxes and interest accrued 
are added to the tax title account. 


The financial accounts of the town clerk were exam- 
ined. The records of dog and sporting licenses issued 
were checked, the payments to the State being verified 
with the receipts on file and the payments to the town 
treasurer being compared with the treasurer’s cash book. 


The records or licenses and permits granted by the 
selectmen and by the board of health were examined and 
checked, and the payments to the town were verified. The 
amount of $212.50 is due from the clerk of the board of 
selectmen on account of licenses and permits granted. 


It is recommended that consideration be given by 
the town to the adoption of a by-law providing that the 
collector of taxes shall collect, under the title of town 
collector, all accounts due the town, in accordance with 
Section 38A, Chapter 41, General Laws. 


It is also recommended that a town vote be passed 
annually setting the salaries of all elective officers, in 
accordance with the provisions of Section 108, Chapter 41, 
General Laws. 


The records of accounts receivable of the public 
welfare department and of the bureau of old age assist- 
ance were examined and found to be incomplete. As con- 
siderable income is received from the State and cities and 
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towns as reimbursement for amounts expended, it is 
recommended that complete and adequate records be 
kept showing in detail the amounts billed for collection 
and the sums collected or abated. 


The records of the water department were examined 
and checked. The water rates outstanding at the time of 
the previous examination were audited and all subsequent 
commitments were proved. The payments to the treas- 
urer were compared with the treasurer’s cash book, the 
abatements were checked with the water commissioners’ 
record of abatements granted, and the outstanding ac- 
counts were listed and proved. 


A determined effort should be made by the water 
department to secure prompt settlement of the overdue 
water accounts receivable which date back to 1934. 


Verification of the correctness of the outstanding tax 
and water accounts was obtained by mailing notices to a 
number of persons whose names appeared on the books 
as OWing money to the town, the replies received thereto 
indicating that the accounts, as listed, are correct. 


The accounts of the sealer of weights and measures, 
as well as those of all other departments collecting money 
for the town or rendering bills for collection were exam- 
ined and checked in detail. 


Appended to this report, in addition to the balance 
sheet, are tables showing a reconciliation of the treasurer’s 
and of the collectors’ cash, summaries of the tax, tax title, 
and water accounts, and tables showing the transactions 
and condition of the various trust funds. 
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While engaged in making the audit, cooperation was 
received from all town officials, for which, on behalf of 


my assistants and for myself, I wish to express appreci- 
ation.

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ABSTRACT FROM CHAPTER 99 OF THE REVISED 
LAWS OF MASSACHUSETTS 


Sec. 3. Physicians and midwives shall, within forty- 
eight hours after the birth of every child in cases of 
which they were in charge, mail or deliver to the clerk 
or registrar of the city or town in which the birth oc- 
curred, a notice stating the date and place of the birth, 
giving the street number if any, color and the family 
name. They shall within fifteen days after the birth, 
mail or deliver to the clerk or registrar of the city or 
town in which the birth occurred, a report of the birth, 
stating the date and place, the name, if any, of the child, 
its sex and color, and the names, ages, places of birth, 
occupations and residences of the parents, giving the 
street number, if there be any, and the number of the 
ward in a city, the mailed name of the mother, if the 
full return is not made within the forty-eight hours. 


The fee of the physician or midwife shall be twenty- 
five cents for each birth so reported. A physician or mid- 
wife who neglects to report each birth within forty-eight 
hours or fifteen days thereafter, shall for each offence 
forfeit a sum not exceeding twenty-five dollars. 


Sec. 6. Parents, within forty days after the birth 
of a child, and every householder within forty days after 
a birth in his house, shall cause notice thereof to be given 
to the clerk of the city or town in which child is born. 


The facts required for record, as stated in section 3, 
shall, so far as known or obtainable, be included in every 
notice given under the provision of this section. 
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Sec. 8. A parent, or other persons who, by Section 
6, is required to give, or cause to be given, notice of a 
birth or death, who neglects to do so for ten days after 
the time limited therefor, shall forfeit not more than five 
dollars for each offence.

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Librarian’s Report 


To the Trustees of the East Bridgewater Public Library: 


I submit herewith the report of the library for the 
year ending December 31, 1938. 


A survey of the library buildings in the small town 
of Massachusetts will increase our feeling of gratitude 
to Mr. Cyrus Washburn for his gift in 1896 of a library 
building to our town. A tour through these libraries, 
however, will leave us abashed at the state of deteriora- 
tion of our own building. Although effort has always 
been made to safeguard the physical upkeep of the build- 
ing, the budget has never been large enough to include any 
but emergency repairs. When, in September the library 
was shaken by a hurricane, in addition to major damage, 
the gradual disintegration of nearly half a century became 
very evident. Walls cracked, plaster fell out, and the 
frame of a valuable picture was damaged. 


Again the emergency repairs were made: a new chim- 
ney was built, a hole in the roof was patched, the oil- 
burner was cleaned, new lathes and beams replaced the 
old ones. But the library building is far from being in 
good repair. Sections of the walls need to be re-plastered, 
four book cases are in poor condition, weather stripping 
is needed for all the large windows to conserve fuel and 
decrease drafts, and the interior, with the exception of 
the Junior Department, needs paint. 


Aside from the building, a change in catalog system 
is needed in the library. Our library is one of the few 
remaining libraries to have the Cutter system of class- 
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ification. Wherever our students and patrons go, to col- 
lege library or public library, they are handicapped by 
their inability to use the Dewey Decimal system. School 
reference could be handled far more expediently if the 
Dewey system was in use; the teachers have been trained 
in its use and they could instruct the pupils. Under the 
Cutter system the librarians only can interpret some 
forms of classification, while only confusion would result 
from training pupils in the two systems. 


Due to the excellent cooperation of the Superinten- 
dent and teachers, we have been able to increase our work 
with the schools. The library is open each school day 
from eight fifteen to one thirty for the Senior-Junior 
high school, and on Tuesdays from twelve to one for the 
bus pupils at the Allen School. We continue to make 
school deposits, to borrow books and assist in any way 
possible those teachers who are studying for credits. 


The work in the Junior Department is steadily in- 
creasing. The Book Week in November was well attended 
and the holidays have had their own special exhibits. A 
story hour each month has proved popular and the sum- 
mer reading club, developed from “Snow White and the 
Seven Dwarfs’, was highly successful. 


In the adult department the reference work, the use 
of books in foreign languages, and the circulation of non- 
fiction has increased. The pamphlet file is a vital ref- 
erence tool in these days of swiftly changing events. 
Like the majority of community libraries we are con- 
stantly faced with a dearth of fiction and the well-worn 
debate of whether to sacrifice the progress of the stu- 
dent to the appetite of the light-fiction reader or to cham- 
pion the student and never placate the light-fiction reader. 
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The library has added 900 volumes, 194 of which 
were gifts. One of the gifts received was presented as 
a memorial. In the Junior Department a memorial shelf 
was dedicated in memory of Mary Ruth Howland by the 
Waverley Club. In addition during the year, collections 
of magazines, pictures, clippings, and flowers were gen- 
erously given by organizations and individuals. For all 
these expressions of thoughtfulness the lbrary staff 
expresses deep appreciation. 


Each year finds many changes in the demands of 
library users, and the duties of the staff become more 
complex. The list of our services, therefore, becomes far 
too long to give in detail. Such tangible activities as 
may be presented are appended in the following tables.

The Plymouth County Extension Service has been 
functioning for the betterment of agriculture, home life 
and the boys and girls of the county for twenty-four 
years. The staff at the Brockton office is efficient, well- 
trained, and ready to help you in any problem of agricul- 
ture, home-making, or 4-H club work. 


During the past year the county agent has assisted 
chiefly in poultry, dairy, vegetable, and fruit programs.

The Metropolitan Achievement Tests were given in 
the first eight grades. Gates-Huber Reading Analysis 
Tests were given in the first six grades. Sones-Harry 
High School Achievement Tests were given in grades nine 
through twelve. As a supplement to these standard tests, 
we plan to give bi-monthly tests in grades three through 
eight. The results of the tests are used as one of the 
justifications for promotion or retardation, but they are 
used much more to help us improve the weaknesses which 
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they bring to light. Generally speaking, the results of the 
tests have conformed with the opinion held by many of 
our teachers, that the scholarship throughout our schools 
is good, but not as high as we should like to have it. We 
have started a thorough examination of our reading 
achievement with the hope that by improving the ability 
to read, we will simultaneously show greater progress in 
all phases of school work. The teachers are very co- 
operative in every attempt made to improve our scholar- 
ship. 


HOME STUDY 


It is impossible for most pupils to do satisfactory 
work in the upper grades and in High School without 
doing some home study. Some people will undoubtedly 
insist that we are asking for too much time, while others 
will likely claim that not enough time is required. More 
depends upon the kind of study than on the amount of 
time spent. If home study goes on where the attention 
is interrupted by conversation, telephone, radio, and other 
distractions, the results cannot be other than unsatisfac- 
tory. We would like to suggest to all parents that they 
provide a proper place for children to do this home study. 
Have it a quiet place, properly heated and lighted, and 
insist that the children have a regular time set aside 
for their work. We do not wish to impose a hardship 
on anyone. We recommend this home study only because 
we honestly believe it is for the welfare of your children. 
A suggested schedule indicating the amount of time that 
we would like to have spent in conscientious home study 
on every school day is as follows: 


Grades five and six, 45 minutes; Grades seven and 
eight, 60 minutes; Grades nine through twelve, 90 
minutes, but those students preparing for college in these 
latter grades should average 120 minutes in home study. 
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REMEDIAL READING 


For the past two years we have been fortunate in 
having a teacher of reading for the retarded pupils at the 
Allen School, who was well trained and who had a high 
scholastic record. By careful examination of the results of 
the standard achievement tests, one is certain to notice the 
need of emphasizing reading in the lower grades. Many 
children are bright enough so that they could easily keep 
up with their grade if we could just locate their reading 
difficulty. Now that we have a vacancy, we should do 
our best to obtain the services of a teacher who has had 
special training in remedial reading, because of techniques 
involved which are not known to an untrained person. 
It will cost the town no more to give those retarded chil- 
dren a chance than it will cost otherwise. The needs of 
the children should receive our first consideration in the 
selection of a teacher. 


FINANCES 


The financial report of the Treasurer of the School 
Committee shows our total expenditures for 1938 to be 
$62,663.59. It may be of interest to know the exact 
amount of money which the Town received during 1938 
as reimbursement because of schools. The following 
amounts were received: 


Rental of School Auditorium $67.20 
Reimbursement on Tuition to 

Industrial Schools 218.02 
State Reimbursement under 

Part I 5,320.00 
Tuition on State Wards 115.92 
Tuition of City of Boston

Total $5,758.30 
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By deducting ‘the reimbursements from the total 
amount expended, one finds the net cost by taxation to 
be $56,905.29. 


ACCOMPLISHMENTS 


A new course in Guidance is being given this year 
in Grades VII, VIII, and XII. The Senior class in the 
High School is very much interested, and apparently a 
great amount of value is being derived from the course. 


A complete new Arithmetic series has been intro- 
duced in Grades two through eight. It is hoped that these 
new books will help develop the ability to do problem work 
in Arithmetic. 


Supplementary reading material has been purchased 
for Grades five and six. 


Visiting days were arranged for all schools during 
Education Week, at which time the parents were urged 
to witness the schools at work. We would like to see more 
parents take advantage of these opportunities to inspect 
our system, especially in the upper grades. 


Through cooperation with the Town Librarian, it is 
now possible for pupils from the Allen School to visit the 
Library once each week tc obtain books. The High School 
students have the privilege of going to the Library during 
study periods to do reference work. 


Much could be written about the very fine work being 
done in all our outside activities. Our music, literary, and 
athletic activities are all superior for a Town of this size. 
Many other activities which are being run on a small scale 
are giving excellent results. 
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The following improvements have been made on 
school property: 


1. Elmwood School re-shingled. 


2. Interior of Elmwood and West Schools redec- 
orated. 


3. Pond School partially weatherboarded and 
painted. 


4. New toilets installed at the West School. 

5. Woodwork revarnished at the Allen School. 
6. West School repainted. 

7. Drainage and grading at West School. 


8. New fence at Elmwood School. 


POSSIBLE IMPROVEMENTS 


The following major improvements are suggested 
Zl Looe 


1. The Allen School playground should be im- 
proved. 


2. Shop work should be provided for the boys at the 
Senior-Junior High School. 


3. The water leaks should be stopped in the new 
addition to the High School. 
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CONCLUSION 


I wish to express my thanks to the parents and other 
citizens for the courteous manner in which all school 
matters have been considered. I shall always be pleased 
to talk with anyone who has any problem he wishes to 
discuss. The children and young people of the Town 
have all shown me every consideration that could be ex- 
pected. Their friendship has meant much to me. The 
teachers have all been very loyal, industrious, and co- 
operative. I wish to emphasize my belief that the schools 
can never be any better than the teachers, regardless of 
all other contributing factors. Finally I wish to thank you, 
members of the School Committee, for your friendship 
and cooperation. I am enjoying my work with you 
very much.

MARCH 6, 1939 


Pursuant to a Warrant, signed by the selectmen on 
Feb. 20, 1939, then duly posted as required, the annual 
town meeting was held. The business session was held at 
the Town Hall on Monday, March 6, 19389. Moderator 
Forest W. Cousins called the meeting to order at 7 o’clock.

TOWN ELECTION—March 11, 1939 


Pursuant to the Town Meeting warrant and the Con- 
stable’s return thereon, the annual election of Town Offi- 
cers was held at the Town Hall on Saturday, March 11, 
1939. 
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All the requirements of law having been complied 
with, with penalty and instruction cards posted, and copies 
of speciman ballots duly posted, the polls were declared 
open and ready for balloting at 7 o’clock by Moderator 
Forest W. Cousins. 


The ballot clerks and tellers were sworn in by the 
Town Clerk. The ballot box was inspected by the election 
officers and found empty and the registering figures were 
0000. The key to the ballot box was turned over to the 
Constable at the polls. Counting of ballots was ordered 
started at 9 A. M. by Moderator Forest W. Cousins. 


Before the balloting started three sealed packages 
said to contain twenty-four hundred (2400) ballots were 
delivered by the Town Clerk to the ballot clerks and a 
receipt therefor obtained. 


A motion to close the polls was passed at 6 o’clock 
in the afternoon and they were closed at that hour. The 
number of names checked on each set of voting lists was 
as follows: Men, seven hundred forty-six; women, five 
hundred eighty-six; total, thirteen hundred thirty-two. 
The ballot box registered thirteen hundred thirty-two. 
The total number of ballots removed from the ballot box 
was thirteen hundred thirty-two. The ballot clerks re- 
turned one thousand sixty-eight unused ballots which 
were sealed by the clerk. Two ballots returned as spoiled 
were also sealed. After the tabulations were completed 
the ballots cast and all tally and record sheets were sealed 
in open meeting.

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ABSTRACT FROM CHAPTER 99 OF THE REVISED 
LAWS OF MASSACHUSETTS 


Sec. 8. Physicians and midwives shall, within forty- 
eight hours after the birth of every child in cases of 
which they were in charge, mail or deliver to the clerk 
or registrar of the city or town in which the birth oc- 
curred, a notice stating the date and place of the birth, 
giving the street number if any, color and the family 
name. They shall within fifteen days after the birth, 
mail or deliver to the clerk or registrar of the city or 
town in which the birth occurred, a report of the birth, 
stating the date and place, the name, if any, of the child, 
its sex and color, and the names, ages, places of birth, 
occupations and residences of the parents, giving the 
street number, if there be any, and the number of the 
ward in a city, the mailed name of the mother, if the 
full return is not made within the forty-eight hours. 


The fee of the physician or midwife shall be twenty- 
five cents for each birth so reported. A physician or mid- 
wife who neglects to report each birth within forty-eight 
hours or fifteen days thereafter, shall for each offence 
forfeit a sum not exceeding twenty-five dollars. 


Sec. 6. Parents, within forty days after the birth 
of a child, and every householder within forty days after 
a birth in his house, shall cause notice thereof to be given 
to the clerk of the city or town in which child is born. 


The facts required for record, as stated in section 3, 
shall, so far as known or obtainable, be included in every 
notice given under the provision of this section. 
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Sec. 8. A parent, or other persons who, by Section 
6, is required to give, or cause to be given, notice of a 
birth or death, who neglects to do so for ten days after 
the time limited therefor, shall forfeit not more than five 
dollars for each offence. 


Sec. 24. The Town Clerk will furnish blanks for 
returns of births to parents, householders, physicians and 
midwives who apply therefor.

I submit herewith my report of an audit of the 
books and accounts of the Town of East Bridgewater for 
the period from July 12, 1938 to December 2, 1939, made 
in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 44, Gen- 
eral Laws.

As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books 
and accounts of the Town of East Bridgewater for the 
period from July 12, 1938, the date of the previous exam- 
ination, to December 2, 1939, the following report being 
submitted thereon: 
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The financial transactions, as recorded in the several 
departments receiving or disbursing money for the town, 
or committing bills for collection, were examined, checked, 
and verified by a comparison with the reports and records 
of the accounting officer. 


The books and accounts in the office of the accounting 
officer were examined, checked, and compared with the 
records of the several departments of the town and with 
the town treasurer’s accounts. The receipts, as recorded, 
were compared with the town treasurer’s record of 
receipts and were checked with the departmental records 
of payments to the treasurer, while the recorded payments 
were checked with the treasurer’s record of disburse- 
ments and with the treasury warrants. 


The ledger accounts were analyzed, the appropria- 
tions and transfers being checked with the town clerk’s 
records of town meetings and with the records of the 
finance committee. The necessary adjusting and cor- 
recting entries resulting from the audit were made, and a 
balance sheet, showing the financial condition of the Town 
on December 2, 1939, was prepared and is appended to 
this report. 


In connection with the approval of bills it is rec- 
comended that all boards, heads of departments, and 
officers authorized to expend money approve all bills and 
pay-rolls if found correct, and transmit them to the select- 
men or accounting officer once a month or oftener. 


The records of the treasurer were examined and 
checked in detail. The recorded receipts were analyzed 
and checked with the accounting officer’s books, with the 
departmental records of payments to the treasurer, and 
with other sources from which money was paid into the 
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town treasury, while the disbursements were checked 
with the treasury warrants. The cash balance on Decem- 
ber 2, 1939, was verified by actual count of the cash in the 
office and by a reconciliation of the bank balances with 
statements furnished by the banks of deposit. 


The payments on account of debt and interest were 
verified by a comparison with the cancelled securities on 
file and with the amounts falling due. 


The savings bank books and securities representing 
the investments of the trust funds in the custody of the 
town treasurer and others were examined and listed. The 
income and disbursements were checked, and the with- 
drawals transferred to the town were compared with the 
receipts as entered in the treasurer’s cash book. 


The records of tax titles held by the town were 
examined. The taxes added to the tax title account were 
compared with the collector’s records, the recorded 
redemptions and disclaimers were verified, and the tax 
titles on hand were listed, proved and checked with the 
records in the Registry of Deeds. 


The books and accounts of the collector of taxes were 
examined and checked in detail. The tax accounts out- 
standing at the time of the previous examination were 
audited, and all subsequent commitments were proved to 
the warrants issued for their collection. The recorded 
receipts were checked with the payments to the treasurer 
and with the accounting officer’s books, the abatements 
as recorded were compared with the assessors’ records of 
abatements granted, and the outstanding accounts were 
usted and proved. 


In connection with the certification of subsequent 
taxes, it is important that the provisions of Section 61, 
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Chapter 60, General Laws, as amended, be followed by 
the collector when such taxes and interest accrued are 
added to the tax title account. 


It is recommended that determined action be taken 
by the collector to secure prompt settlement of the tax 
levies of prior years. 


The records of receipts for licenses, permits, and 
fees collected by the selectmen, town clerk, sealer of 
weights and measures, and the health department were 
examined and checked, and the payments to the State 
and the town were verified. 


The amount of $20.50 due from a former clerk of the 
board of selectmen on account of licenses and permits 
granted should be collected. 


The surety bonds of the officials required by law to 
furnish them for the faithful performance of their duties 
were examined and found to be in proper form. 


The records of departmental and water accounts 
receivable were examined and checked in detail. The 
commitments were proved, the recordd payments to the 
treasurer were compared with the treasurer’s cash book, 
the abatements were checked to the records in the de- 
partments authorized to grant abatements, and the out- 
standing accounts were listed and proved. 


It is recommended that prompt action be taken by the 
water department to secure settlement of overdue water 
accounts which date back to 1934. 


The outstanding tax, departmental, and water 
accounts were verified by mailing notices to a number of 
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persons whose names appeared on the books as owing 
money to the town, and from the replies received it 
appears that the accounts, as listed, are correct. 


In addition to the accounts mentioned, the available 
records of all other departments collecting money for 
the town were examined and checked in detail. 


There are appended to this report, in addition to the 
balance sheet, tables showing a reconciliation of the 
treasurer’s cash, summaries of the tax, tax title, depart- 
mental, and water accounts, together with tables showing 
the condition and transactions of the trust funds. 


For the cooperation extended by the various town 
officials during the progress of the audit, I wish, on behalf 
of my assistants and for myself, to express appreciation.

Librarian’s Report 


To the Trustees of the East Bridgewater Public Library: 


I submit herewith the report of the Library for the 
year ending December 31, 1939. 


A statistical outline of the work of the Library is 
given at the end of this report, but certain activities 
require interpretation. In the librarian’s report of last 
February, attention was called to the need of repairs to 
the library building. All who are concerned with the 
library are deeply grateful to the voters for granting us 
the amount asked for in our budget. The large windows 
in the front of the library, including those in the tower, 
were repaired and painted, broken book shelves and chairs 
were mended, and other essential repairs were made. 


The library has maintained its various phases of | 
work during the past year. Our work with the schools 
continues with the splendid support of the superintendent 
and teachers. We borrow books and periodicals that our 
library cannot own for students, the foreign born, and the 
general reading public. Library service is given to shut- 
ins by the young people on the N. Y. A. who work in the 
library. 


The Junior Department is always active. Special 
exhibits, story hours, and reading clubs are among the 
items of interest. The World’s Fair Reading Club con- 
ducted in the summer was very successful. 


The John W. Herrick bequest was used to remodel 
a closed room into one that opens into the main library. 
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This room, easily supervised from the main desk, is in- 
tended primarily for work with high school pupils. As 
Mr. Herrick was a teacher in the high school, we feel that 
this room will be a fitting memorial to him. It will be 
known as “The John W. Herrick Reading Room.” 


During 1939, we received many gifts, not only books 
and periodicals, but pictures, pamphlets, scrap book 
material and flowers. By the bequest of Bradlee Rogers, 
the library received $500 in trust, the interest on this 
sum to be spent for the purchase of new books. 


Each member of the Library Staff has attended 
meetings of the Old Colony Libary Club and the Massa- 
chusetts Library Association. As a Staff we are grateful 
to the Trustees for not only permitting but encouraging 
these professional contacts.

The Board of Public Welfare organized with Ezra S. 
Whitmarsh, Chairman, and Ellen N. E. Moorhouse, Clerk. 


Regular meetings have been held on Monday of each 
week, and semi-monthly meetings for Old Age Assistance 
and Aid to Dependent Children. 


We have aided during the past year 475 persons. Of 
these 286 had settlement in this town, 48 in other cities 
and towns, and 141 no settlement. 


There has been an increase of expense to the Town, 
due to the 60 days lay off on the W. P. A. 


During 1939 the value of food distributed in this 
town by the surplus commodities division was $8,650.25. 
In addition to this allotment of food, there was distributed 
also clothing having a value of $5,772.35. The combined 
value of both food and clothing for the year 1939 was 
$14,422.58. 


The contribution from ue department requested 
for 1940 is $181.05. 


OLD AGE ASSISTANCE 


During the year we have aided 139 cases. Twenty- 
one cases were closed.

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Report of the 
County Aid to Agriculture 


Twenty-five years of Agricultural leadership has been 
provided the towns of Plymouth County through the Ex- 
tension Service, officially recognized as County Aid to 
Agriculture. During this period of time, great agricul- 
tural achievements have been made through the initiative 
and leadership of agricultural associations, farmers’ co- 
operatives, homemakers’ groups, 4-H clubs and their many 
allied contributing sources. 


This service available to all, coordinates the efforts 
of the U.S. D. A., the Massachusetts State College, and 
local groups in the interest of rural people. 


Educational programs are largely determined by 
county committees, assuring the practicability of meet- 
ings, speakers, and subjects of interest to commodity, 
homemakers’ and 4-H club groups. 


During 1939 the Extension Service agents directed 
personally in Plymouth County, 813 meetings, with an 
attendance of 21,485 people; made personal contact with 
12,237 people on individual problems; and reached 87,000 
people through circular letters. 


Information and assistance has been available to 
everyone in the subjects pertaining to Agriculture, Home 
Economics and the 4-H Club. These include for farmers 
the subjects of: dairy, poultry, fruits, vegetables, cran- 
~ berries, forestry, general livestock, farm accounts, and 
many others. For Homemakers in 1939 emphasis has 
been placed on Money Management, Nutrition, Child De- 
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velopment, Home Furnishing and Recreation. Additional 
work has been done in Clothing, Food Preservation, Home 
Grounds Improvement. For 4-H activities, clubs in Poul- 
try, Dairy, Garden, Conservation, Handicraft, Food, Can- 
ning, Clothing, Home Furnishing and others have been 
used by 1959 enrolled members in the county. 


The people of East Bridgewater have been afforded 
this service in the best manner possible to meet the de- 
mands and interest of groups and individuals. The sup- 
port of each town financially and morally is greatly appre- 
ciated by the Extension Service, and by the people who 
know its value as an influence in adult education.

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Report of the Board of Selectmen 


The problems confronting municipal officers in 1939 
were a continuation of the multiple problems which have 
become so acute during the past years and the intensity 
of the financial drain is being seriously felt. 


Nearly every available reserve has been used to keep 
the tax rate at the lowest figure possible and the prob- 
lem of increasing costs offer thought for consideration 
by all the voters on matters which they are asked to 
pass on at the annual and special town meetings. 


Provisions for welfare and the work programme 
must be continued and the amounts needed for the con- 
tinuation of these are important factors in the 1940 bud- 
get on which will be based the tax rate for this year. 


The increasing cost of these items has made it neces- 
sary to seriously curtail the departmental budgets and 
many town departments have been operating now for 
several years with reduced budgets, nevertheless pro- 
viding excellent service. This cannot continue indefinitely, 
as many departmental needs for replacements of stock 
and equipment, and the carrying out of improved services, 
has long been delayed. No increases in the cost of general 
government can be favored this year, and the cost of the 
welfare and work programme must be kept at the lowest 
possible figure commensurate with our needs and the 
requirements of governmental agencies involved. 


Federal Aid 
The federal assistance through the W. P. A. projects 
has been a valuable source of aid to the town during 1939, 
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and a substantial number of citizens have been employed 
on worthwhile projects, affording employment which they 
otherwise might seek in vain. 


The general policy has been followed of operating the 
so-called heavy type of projects, such as water main lay- 
ing, concrete sidewalk construction and highway work, 
projects which provide permanent improvements in the 
Summer months, and projects, such as moth control, fire 
lane clearance and removal of hurricane damage, essential 
and important work suitable for operation in the seasonal 
winter months. 


Expenditures 


The board hopes for cooperation in proposals for 
economy during the year. Careful attention has been 
given to the budget and conferences have been held with 
the finance committee on items in the budget. It appears 
that all appropriations recommended have been reduced 
to the lowest possible amount. Co-operation at the town 
meeting should make possible a lower tax rate for 1940. 


Two suggestions of the board are recommended to 
the voters for their consideration: (1.) To provide in 
part the necessary funds needed for the continuation of 
the W. P. A. programme for the year, it is recommended 
that the sum of thirty-four hundred dollars, received from 
the sale of the Town Infirmary, be appropriated as rec- 
ommended. The use of funds received from the sale of 
property is limited to purposes for which the town may 
borrow money for a period of ten years. The recommen- 
dation of the board is that this money be used for the 
purchase of water pipe for extensions or replacements of 
mains on streets to be selected by the water board. (2.) 
That the voters approve of an article in the Warrant 
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calling for an appropriation of three thousand dollars 
from the Overlay Surplus Reserve by transfer to the 
Reserve Fund to be administered by the Finance Com- 
mittee. The acceptance of both recommendations will 
help in keeping down the tax rate. 


Budget Overdrafts 


Honest budget making by departments is to be com- 
mended and the board lauds the boards and officers whose 
interest is in the preparation of a budget sufficiently ample 
to provide for the department needs for the year, with- 
out the creation of a hidden reserve, and having obtained 
the budget, careful management in its expenditure to 
secure the most favorable results. The practice of over- 
drafts is now eliminated. 


Attention is called to the reserve fund, not set up 
as an additional source from which funds may be secured 
to balance a budget as the fiscal year ends, but rather 
for a definite purpose. This has been created to provide 
by transfer, funds for “unforseen or extraordinary ex- 
penditures” which could not have been anticipated and 
only for such purposes should drafts against this fund 
be made.

We are pleased to print, as a part of our report, a 
detailed report of activities conducted during 1939 under 
the W. P. A. programme.

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Report of Highway Surveyor 


To the Board of Selectmen and Citizens of East Bridge- 
water: 


Highway Department work for the past year was 
for the most part routine maintenance. 


Through the use of W. P. A. funds, Thayer Ave. was 
surfaced with gravel, tar penetration and two sections 
of cement sidewalk were constructed. 


All gravel roads are passable throughout the year 
and surfaced roads are in reasonably good condition. 


Tentative plans were made for necessary repairs 
the coming year on Central and Pleasant Streets, from 
the center to the West Bridgewater line. Funds for this 
work were dependent on allotments from the State and 
County, totaling $3,000.00. These allotments having re- 
cently been reduced, the work can not be completed as 
planned. It is hoped that with available funds at least 
one-half the proposed work may be taken care of this year.

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Report of the 
High School Building Committee 


To the Town Clerk, East Bridgewater, Mass. 


Herewith is filed the report of the High School Build- 
ing Committee, together with contracts, specifications, 
plans and correspondence in possession of the committee. 


The committee appointed by vote of a special town 
meeting held on October 22, 1935, and authorized to act 
for the town in the construction of an addition and alter- 
ations to the High School Building, under a federal grant 
of funds made under the provisions of the Emergency 
Appropriation Act of 1935, hereby files its final report. 


After the organization of the committee, the Frank 
Irving Cooper Corporation of Boston was selected as archi- 
tect for the committee. Plans were drawn and specifica- 
tions were prepared which were submitted to the Boston 
office of the P. W. A. 


Bids for the construction work were duly advertised 
and publicly opened at the Town Hall on Dec. 6, 1935, 
under federal supervision. The committee awarded the 
construction contract to the lowest bidder. Approval of 
the award and the contractor was received from the 
P. W. A. director on Dec. 19, 1935. Final approval of the 
plans and specifications were given by the district director 
of the P. W. A., and authority to commence the work was 
given on Dec. 27, 1935. 


The successful bidder, and to whom the construction 
contract was awarded, for some reason found it impos- 
sible to comply with the requirements of the contract, 
and soon after construction work had started, found it 
necessary to suspend work. The committee then called 
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on his surety to finish the work under the provisions of 
the bond filed with the contract. This was done by The 
American Surety Company in a satisfactory manner. The 
change in the matter of contractors caused several months 
delay in the progress of the work. 


Contracts for the furniture and fixtures in the build- 
ing were made on bids submitted on specifications ap- 
proved by the P. W. A., after a public opening of the bids 
under the supervision of the P. W. A., and in each case 
the award was made in a manner which the committee 
considered to be in the best interest of the town of East 
Bridgewater, and secured the approval of the P. W. A. 
before each contract was signed. 


During the construction, parts of the completed 
building were made available for school use. Courteous 
and helpful assistance was given the building committee 
by Supt. of Schools, H. Paul Larrabee. 


The dedicatory exercises were held at the school 
auditorium on February 26, 1937, and at these exercises, 
Governor Charles F. Hurley delivered the dedicatory 
address. A copy of the program of exercises is filed 
herewith. 


Having completed the task assigned the committee, 
it asks that it be released from further duties in this 
matter.

THE JUNIOR -SENIOR HIGH SCHOOL 


The addition to the High School Building was con- 
structed as a federal aided project under the Emergency 
Appropriation Act of 1935, P. W. A. Docket No. Mass. 
1171-R. 


The purpose of the construction was to provide ade- 
quate housing facilities for grades in the senior and junior 
high school group. It appeared that this object could 
best be accomplished by the establishment of the two 
groups in a Single building. The building is designed to 
provide for every necessary school need without ex- 
travagance. 


The addition contains in the basement floor, two class- 
rooms designated as workshop and sewing room, separate 
girls’ and boys’ shower and locker rooms, a lunchroom, 
remodeled domestic science room and room for storage 
purposes. The heating and ventilating system are mod- 
ern. The heating system is maintained by a modern oil 
burning system installed in a new boiler. Controllable 
units are installed in each classroom for the regulation of 
heating and ventilation. 


The first floor contains three new classrooms, one 
remodeled classroom and two from the former building, 
a total of six. Modern sanitary rest rooms are provided 
on each floor. 


The second floor contains five new classrooms, one 
remodeled classroom, three classrooms from the former 
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building, a total of nine; administrative office, school clinic 
room, men teachers’ room, women teachers’ room, and 
two toilet rooms. 


The auditorium has a floor space of 60 feet by 45 
feet. Seating arrangement may be made for approx- 
imately 500 persons. The stage has a frontage of 33 feet 
and a depth of 17 feet. Dressing rooms are provided 
backstage. This room is also to serve as the gymnasium. 
The auditorium is a separate unit and may be operated 
independently of the school building. It is the largest 
auditorium in town and may be desired for general public 
use hereafter. 


Recessed corridor lockers are provided in the addi- 
tion for pupils’ wraps. The entire building is wired for 
a public address system and outside radio reception. 


The estimated cost of the construction is $109,000.00 
of which the Federal Government offers a contribution 
of 45 per cent. or $47,000.00, and the balance, $62,000.00, 
is the town’s part of the cost.

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Report of the School Committee 


To the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


Many times in the past year, as in previous years, 
has arisen the question as to whom the School Commit- 
tee owes its primary duty; to the taxpayers, parents, 
townspeople, teachers or pupils. In several cases it has 
been somewhat difficult for the Committee to view prob- 
lems in an unbiased light because being human and 
sympathetic to the wants and feelings of the various 
categories of the community, it has been to no small 
extent influenced by the pleas of the particular individual 
or group petitioning its action. Upon such occasions it is 
not always easy to determine the greatest good for the 
greatest number and often an appreciable segment of the 
citizenry seems slighted, or feels so. In the numerous 
requests of the Committee for action there is always the 
danger that the group most vitally concerned and inter- 
ested — the pupils themselves — is represented only by 
the Committee and that to some degree the Committee 
might lose sight of the fact when there appears to be 
merit in the reasons advanced for making a change. 


It is believed that the administration of the school 
system would be expedited and improved were people 
desiring something of the department to realize with the 
Committee that in the consideration of any matter the 
interests of the pupils must be protected and in no way 
minimized. More difficulty is encountered in dealing with 
affairs which should be secondary to the instruction and 
training of children than in matters of purely academic 
nature. 
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In other words, the Committee well appreciates its 
duty to co-operate with the people of the Town and 
earnestly desires to do so, but it will at all times endeavor 
to weigh its decisions with a primary allegiance to its 
charges — the school children. This view is taken not 
because for a moment the burdens of the taxpayer and 
parents are overlooked, but because it is realized the more 
strongly that there is a duty to prepare the next genera- 
tion of citizens to meet the same or greater burdens and 
problems, and that in open and fierce competition with 
those being trained in school systems throughout the rest 
of the state, nation and world. East Bridgewater can ill, 
afford to have its children trained to any degree less than 
standard and it can better afford a degree above standard. 


To the foregoing purpose the Committee has adopted 
a policy of bringing the salaries of teachers to a point 
commensurate with the average for the state, both be- 
cause it feels good teachers are not readily to be had at 
sub-standard salaries and because better results are 
obtained by offering financial inducements to those 
already in the system thus attaining a certain degree of 
satisfaction and at the same time stimulating professional 
ambition. 


With the same end in view there have been installed 
certain courses of instruction which may be called 
“modern’’, not because of their newness alone but because 
it is felt that they tend to make the curriculum more 
practical from the aspect of daily life, — whether the 
course be shop, instrumental music, problems in democ- 
racy, safety and health, or vocational guidance. The 
young mind should be guided not only in formal thinking 
and studies but also into the ability to reason with prob- 
lems of human relationships. Regardless of what may 
be ones personal ideas on the trend and its causes, it is 
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obvious that it is fast falling upon the shoulders of the 
public school to supply training which, on the whole, 
homes and churches are not furnishing for some reason or 
another where in other times they did in greater measure 
instill those tenets needed to lead a good and full life. 


For the most part the Committee has relied upon its 
Superintendent in matters of instruction and has given 
him rather more free rein than in the matter of admin- 
istration and financial matters. This is so because it is 
felt that the Superintendent with a background of spec- 
ialized training, experience and conversance with the sub- 
ject is better qualified than any one member of the Com- 
mittee. That is not to say that the members are not aware 
of the steps taken in this direction nor that they have 
tried to delegate their responsibilities, but that they have 
found his judgment on the whole to be in accordance with 
their own views, without serious fault, and worthy of 
their confidence and hearty co-operation. This is the case 
to such an extent that the duties of the Committee in this 
phase have rightly been more in the nature of counsel and 
collaboration than in investigation and supervision. 


With respect to administration and financial mat- 
ters the Committee has found the Superintendent to be 
economical in the broad sense to the benefit of both tax- 
payers and pupils. It also appears that the “‘plant” of the 
school department is in better physical condition than 
for many years past — without in any way meaning to 
detract from previous administrators or committees. 
There is every evidence that internal friction in the 
system has been reduced to a necessary minimum. 


The Committee feels it is justly proud of the school 
system of East Bridgewater and is pleased with what it 
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believes is a gradual improvement over a period of many 
years, yet it knows that there are still many forward 
steps to be taken and it intends to continue striving to 
give its charges all the advantages of education the Town 
can afford, taking the long term view. If at times public 
relationships seem to require more time and attention 
than their just proportion, the Committee will bear the 
situation cheerfully in the knowledge that intentions are 
of the best and that the opportunity to participate in 
making better citizens of the future is well worth the 
price of service.

AGE OF ADMISSION TO SCHOOL 


An child who becomes six years of age on or before 
January first of the vear following the term when he 
wishes to enter school may be admitted into the first 
grade, but in every case the admission of a child under 
six shall be dependent upon the fitness of the child to 
profit by the work of the school, such fitness to be deter- 
mined by the Superintendent. Pupils under seven years 
of age who have not previously attended school shall not 


-_ 
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be permitted to enter later than thirty days after the 
opening of school in September. 


COMPULSORY ATTENDANCE LAW 


The following excerpts regarding school attendance 
have been taken from the ‘‘General Laws Relating To 
Education” (1932 edition) : 

Chapter 76 — Section I 


School Attendance Reguiated 


Every child between seven and sixteen shall attend 
a public day school in the town where he resides or some 
other day school approved by the School Committee dur- 
ing the entire time the public schools are in session. The 
Superintendent, or teacher in so far as authorized by 
him or by the School Committee, may excuse cases of 
necessary absence not exceeding seven day sessions or 
fourteen one-half day sessions in any part of six months. 
The School Committee of each town shall provide for and 
enforce the school attendance of all children actually 
residing therein in accordance herewith. 
Section II 


Duties of Parents as to School Attendance. Penalties. 


Every person in control of a child described in the 
preceding section shall cause him to attend school as 
therein required, and, if he fails so to do for seven day 
sessions or fourteen one-half day sessions within any 
period of six months, he shall, on complaint by Supervisor 
of Attendance, be punished by a fine of not more than 
$20.00.

COMMITTEE 


At the annual organization meeting held in March, 
Mr. John B. Thorndike was elected Chairman; Mr. A. J. 
Bradford Alexander, Secretary; and Mrs. Anna M. Ban- 
nerman, Treasurer. The Committee has met regularly 
every month except in August when two special meetings 
were held. The townspeople should appreciate the type 
of School Committee members who are now holding office. 
It is my honest opinion that any town is fortunate indeed 
to have a committee which works so willingly and un- 
selfishly for the benefit of all the children. 


TEACHER PERSONNEL 


We had two resignations during the summer vaca- 
tion: Mr. Daniel T. Blanchard, a teacher of commercial 
subjects, resigned to accept a more lucrative position in 
North Attleboro. Miss Dorothy E. Vaughn, a fifth grade 
teacher at the Allen School, resigned to be married. We 
were very sorry to lose two capable teachers. Mr. Joshua 
Seaver, who taught last year at Northville, New York, 
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was elected to the commercial position; and Miss Marie 
Randall, who taught last year at Shoreham, Vermont, was 
elected to teach in the fifth grade. Mrs. Ruth Kitchin was 
elected art supervisor of all the schools in Town and 
serves three days each week. 


The teachers are to be congratulated on their efforts 
towards professional improvement. Eighty percent of 
the High School teachers are taking courses of one type or 
another, and a number of the elementary teachers are 
doing likewise. The teaching profession is one in which 
the individual is either improving of weakening. The 
willingness and desire to take helpful courses are signs 
of continued improvement on the part of our teachers. 
It is hoped that those teachers, who have taken no work 
for many years, may follow the example being set by 
so many of our teachers. 


NEW COURSES 


When the schools opened this fall some very impor- 
tant changes were made in our course offerings. Shop 
work for boys was introduced for the first time, with two 
classes being given — one for boys in grades seven and 
eight, the other for boys in grades nine and ten. Those 
boys who had found book learning difficult and uninter- 
esting were advised to take the shop work. The oldest 
boys in the Special class of last year were included in the 
group. A marked improvement has been noticed in the 
attitude and disposition of many of the boys in the 
classes, not alone during shop time but throughout the 
school day. All the equipment, which we now have, has 
had to be purchased during the year. This has made 
our new equipment cost slightly higher than usual. The 
shop is now equipped with a lathe, band saw, small 
sander, a combination circular saw and jointer, and a good 
supply of tools. It is hoped that we can make the shop 
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classes available to many more students next year. Per- 
mission to enter the classes this year had to be denied 
many students who wanted to enter. A word of praise 
should be given to Mr. Loud for his willingness to con- 
duct the classes this year under the rather difficult con- 
ditions caused by starting the new course. 


Two new courses in domestic science are being offered 
this year, one for girls in grades seven and eight, the 
other for girls in grades eleven and twelve. The first 
course is being offered for the benefit of those girls who 
may spend their time more profitably by learning to do 
better those things which they will undoubtedly be doing 
all their lives. A number of the oldest girls of the Special 
Class have made such progress that it is impossible to 
distinguish their class of last year. The class for juniors 
and seniors was offered because of the number of requests 
made by girls who wanted an opportunity to continue 
the work. 


Typewriting is being offered in grades ten, eleven, 
and twelve this year. In former years it has not been 
offered in grade ten, and the average rate of typewriting 
by our graduates has been about forty-five words per 
minute. This rate has not been fast enough to qualify our 
graduates for positions; consequently, we have started to 
offer three years of typing in an attempt to increase the 
the typing ability of the majority of our students to sixty- 
five, or more, words per minute. 


A new course in economics is being offered this year 
for the benefit of a number of commercial and general 
course students who would apparently have an exceed- 
ingly difficult time taking the more classical work. The 
purpose of the economics course is to increase the number 
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of rather general courses that will have greater practical 
value to the average student after graduation. 


Our guidance course has been extended this year so 
that we now offer educational guidance in the eleventh 
grade, and vocational guidance in the twelfth grade. Our 
purpose in offering the educational guidance in the 
eleventh grade was to make it possible for a student to 
adjust his courses to better prepare himself for entrance 
to any school of higher learning. 


We are trying to arrange our course offerings so 
that every student may obtain an education of interest and 
benefit. The compulsory school attendance laws make it 
almost mandatory that all youth stay in school until they 
become sixteen years of age. Supplying profitable school 
courses for the “lower fifty percent’’, who normally would 
leave school and obtain employment, has been a major 
problem confronting educators for the last few years. 
These students cannot master the classic schooling of 
former years, but they can learn things of far more 
importance to them. We are trying to teach these 
students to live industrious, upright lives, with those 
qualities of character which show tolerance for the rights 
of others. Our ability in caring for the educational needs 
of this “lower fifty percent” will determine, to a large 
extent, the success or failure of democracy, when it is 
operated by their generation. 


TESTS AND SCHOLARSHIP 


Different forms of the Metropolitan Achievement 
Tests, covering all subjects in grades I - VIII, were given 
in May 1938 and 1939. These forms are standardized in 
such a way that they are of equal difficulty. The results 
were as follows.

The results of the tests show us to be slightly below 
the average of the country taken as a whole. There is 
one very comforting bit of information to be noticed, 
namely that we are improving. In 1938 the net loss was 
32 months; whereas, in 1939 it was reduced to 14 months. 
We hope to be up to normal, or above it, in May 1940. 


- During the 1938-1939 school year the Gates Reading 
Tests were given in grades II - VI inclusive. The results 
were as follows:

The reading tests were given to measure, objectively, 
our reading efficiency, and to diagnose the difficulties of 
each individual child. We have used the test results in 
planning our remedial reading instruction; also, in the 
altering of our reading program. 


Bi-monthly tests are being given in arithmetic and 
grammar in grades three through eight. The results 
show the scholarship to be improving generally. The 
remedial reading work, which was started last year is 
being continued and marked improvement is being noticed 
in a number of the pupils. The teachers have worked 
faithfully on every suggestion made for the purpose of 
improving the quality of our scholarship. 


HOME STUDY 


A number of the statements made last year regard- 
ing the necessity of home study appear to be worth 
repeating. Judging from the number of books being 
taken home, and from teacher reports, the amount of 
home study has increased during the past year. Some 
people will undoubtedly insist that we are asking for too 
much time, while others will likely claim that not enough 
time is required More depends upon the kind of study 
than on the amount of time spent. If home study goes 
on where the attention is interrupted by conversation, tel- 
ephone, radio, and other distractions, the results cannot 
be other than unsatisfactory. We would like to suggest to

all parents that they provide a proper place for their 
children to do this home study. Have it a quiet place, 
properly heated and lighted, and insist that the children 
have a regular time set aside for their work. A suggested 
schedule indicating the amount of time that we would 
like to have spent in conscientious home study on every 
school day is as follows: 


Grade six, 45 minutes; Grades seven and 
eight, 60 minutes; Grades nine through twelve, 
90 minutes, but those students preparing for 
college in these latter grades should average 
120 minutes in home study. 


GUIDANCE 


Within the past two years a lot of work has been 
done in trying to care better for the life adjustment of 
our students. In grades seven and eight, Miss Ellen Shea 
has been giving courses designed to care for the social 
adjustment of the pupils and to direct them into the 
proper studies when they enter the ninth grade where 
the real choice of courses is first offered. Guidance in 
grades eleven and twelve is being taught to all students 
by Mr. Stanley Goldman. Aside from the educational 
and vocational guidance work being done in the eleventh 
and twelfth grades respectively, we are making an 
attempt to keep in touch with the graduates of last year 
and assist them as much as possible in finding employ- 
ment. A brief excerpt from a report recently submitted 
by Mr. Goldman is included as follows: 


“During the past year the history department of 
the Senior High School devoted one full period per 
week for Guidance. Through individual interview- 
ing and counseling, the guidance course has at- 
tempted to establish friendly relationships with the 
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pupils of the school to discover their abilities and 
needs, to motivate them to full use of their academic 
and vocational possibilities, to alleviate conditions 
preventing satisfactory school adjustment, and to 
develop right attitudes toward school, home, and 
community. 


It is encouraging to be able to state that parents, 
in increasing numbers, are telephoning or coming 
voluntarily to the guidance teacher for individual 
conferences concerning their sons and daughters. 


One good college scholarship for a 1939 grad- 
uate was secured by the school, and it seems reason- 
able to believe that this number can be increased 
during the year 1939-1940. 


The class of 1939 had fifty-two members in 
September, 1938, fifty of whom were graduated in 
June, 1939. Of this number—24 are employed full 
time, five are employed part time, one is married, 
nine are continuing their education as full time stu- 
dents (five of these are taking P. G. courses at the 
High School), two are unable to work at present due 
to illness, and nine are unemployed. 


In the light of present day conditions, the situ- 
ation in East Bridgewater in my opinion is very good 
regarding the employment of its graduates of 1939.” 


SAFETY AND VISUAL EDUCATION 


In the seventh and eighth grades, safety is being 
taught by Miss Eleanor M. Holmes. The purpose of the 
course is to give the students a practical understanding 
of dangerous conditions and ways to prevent or remedy 
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their occurrence. Judging from the scarcity of accidents 
occurring to our students, the course in safety must have 
some practical application. As part of our guidance 
course in high school, we are giving instructions regard- 
ing the safe driving of an automobile. In the lower 
grades, safety is taught in connection with the various 
subjects and by special discussions. 


Much is being done in the Junior and Senior High 
School with visual education. In every course which 
lends itself to visual presentation, moving picture films 
are supplied for classroom use. Many students, who have 
difficulty understanding a matter presented verbally, are 
able to gain a clearer conception by seeing the topic pre- 
sented by film. We are attempting to prevent the use of 
films as an amusement proposition. .Most modern schools, 
including our own, have found the use of films very val- 
uable, and they are being used extensively. 


MUSIC 


Too many times in life we fail to appreciate the 
abilities of local people. This town has been producing 
some excellent musicians during the past few years. It 
is unfortunate if community support is waning in this 
worthy enterprise, because many towns would sacrifice 
much to have a band comparable to ours. The musical 
ability of the young people depends. to a large extent, 
upon their ability to read and understand music. This 
is being properly introduced in the vocal music being” 
taught in all grades. Mr. Raymond E. Leach, our Music 
Supervisor, is to be congratulated upon the caliber of 
music being produced here. A brief quotation from his 
report will give a clearer indication of the work being 
done. 
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‘‘The phases of music being offered are vocal, in- 
strumental, and theoretical. Previously in vocal 
work fundamentals of rhythm and melody were pre- 
sented to the first six grades, but this year has seen 
a new effort begun which continues this training 
through the eighth grade with supervision of each 
division of the seventh and eighth grades weekly. 
The results are decidely more satisfactory. The 
High School glee clubs and mixed chorus prepare 
seasonal music for assembly programs and are to 
begin work immediately on numbers for May Music 
Week and Graduation. 


Instrumentally, the town can well boast of a 
ratio of approximately one in every eight pupils 
either participating in the School Band training or 
preparing for band work by study in the Saturday 
morning instrumental classes. In May 1939, the band 
was awarded a first division rating in the Massachu- 
setts Festival at Belmont and received a second divi- 
sion rating in the New England Band Contest at 
Worcester. 


A word should be spoken of a comparatively new 
activity, the twirling corps, or drum majorettes, 
which offers these students an opportunity to gain 
poise, self confidence, and the ability to lead. 


In theory, outside of fundamentals taught in 
the intermediate grades, the course in harmony is 
continuing with somewhat diminished enrollment, 
however the results obtained in this course were 
clearly illustrated by the excellent 1939 class ode, 
music for which was composed by Miss Betty Thomas, 
a harmony class member.” 
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HEALTH 

The health course in grades seven and eight is being 
taught as a unit of work in the science classes. In 
former years, health was taught one day each week and 
the lapse of time between recitations did not appear to 
promote the best results. In the lower grades, health 
readers are being introduced as supplementary reading 
material. This program when completed should serve as 
a basis for more adequate health instruction. Miss Ruth 
G. Evans, our school nurse, does a lot of excellent work 
instructing teachers, pupils, and parents regarding child 
health. <A lip reading class is conducted for the benefit 
of those students with hearing deficiences. A number of 
excellent clinics and health activities have been spon- 
sored by the school department under the supervision 
of the nurse. The following quotation from the report 
of Miss Evans gives a more detailed account of our health 
work. 


“The health work in the schools may be listed 
under the following headings: 


School Visits 400 
Special attention to 2800 children 
Recommended for exclusion 206 children 
Ill children carried home 175 children 


Children referred to Dr. Hurlburt 40 children 
Interviews with parents through 
home, office, telephone contact 475” 


In her report to the Superintendent, the nurse has 
given a detailed classification of all the items covered in 
these headings. 


ART 


During the 1938-39 school year, we had the services 
of an Art Supervisor only on Friday of each week. This 
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amount of time was very Inadequate, and the day of the 
week almost precluded any work being done after the 
dismissal of school. This year we have the services of 
an excellent supervisor three days each week. The art 
work is improving beyond any reasonable expectation. 
We now have a class of twenty-seven high school stu- 
dents remaining after school one day each week to attend 
a class in free-hand drawing, and the work which they 
are doing is excellent. A quotation from the report of 
Mrs. Kitchin, the Art Supervisor, gives a better descrip- 
tion of the art work. 


“With the Senior High group new media have 
been tried—charcoal—pastel and poster paint. Our 
smallest project is to design a seal for the East 
Bridgewater Woman’s Club booklet; our largest is 
to be stage scenery for the forthcoming operetta. 


The Junior High grades are deep in perspective, 
their most recent accomplishment being the repre- 
sentation of a skyscraper. 


We have distributed complete sets of water 
colors to the fifth and sixth grades throughout the 
Town. Even the children who have not used them 
before are becoming quite skillful in this new and 
better way to expression. 


The exhibits of work done are changed weekly 
at all the schools.” 


HIGH SCHOOL ACTIVITIES 


We are all very proud of the record which the school 
magazine “The Student’s Pen” has established. Last 
spring was the 19th consecutive year of publication and 
the seventh time in seven years that it has been judged 
the best class B publication in the southeastern section 
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of the state. In 1923 it was judged the best publication 
in this section of the state. Two years ago there was 
some question regarding the wisdom of continuing such 
an elaborate magazine, but the students and faculty 
appeared to be very anxious to continue the present form. 
The added enthusiasm and support being given this year, 
by students, teachers, and the public, assure “The Stu- 
dent’s Pen” enough ink for some years to come. 


Three very good dramatic performances have been 
staged during the past year. The Senior Class of 1939 
presented a play directed by Miss Katherine L. More- 
hardt, the Minstrel show was coached by Mr. Emery S. 
Loud, and the Junior High School play was directed by 
Miss Eleanor M. Holmes. 


The boys’ basketball team of 1939 was one of the 
most successful ever to represent the school. The 
majority of the games were played with Class A teams 
as opponents, yet our boys won a majority of the games. 
The final success of the team was the winning of the 
Class B Championship at the Brockton Tournament. The 
baseball team won over half of their games mostly against 
Class A competitors. Coach Joseph F. Morey and the 
boys deserve praise for the work they put into our sports 
program. 


The school contestants were very successful in the 
annual American Legion Essay Contest held at West 
Bridgewater. Russell Bosworth and Harry Bartlett won 
first and second prize respectively. This is the second 
year in succession that we have won the first prize. The 
subject of the essay was “What the Constitution Means 
to Me.” 


Many improvements have been made on our build- 
ings and grounds during the year. At the Allen School 
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SCHOOL PROPERTY 


the greatest improvement was made by filling the front 
play area and placing an asphalt drive and walk up to the 
school. This work had been badly needed for many years. 
The portable building at the rear of the Allen School was 
returned to the Town and subsequently sold to the Boy 
Scouts. The play area formerly occupied by the portable 
building has been leveled and made usable by high school 
boys working on the N. Y. A. The desks in the sixth 
grade room at the Allen School have been replaced by 
desks removed from the portable buildings. The tops 
of these desks were all refinished. . The health rooms at 
this school were entirely re-decorated. 


At the West School the walks were given a two inch 
surface coat of asphalt, and a new portico was built over 
the main entrance. : 


At the High School, all but two of the floors in the 
new addition have been refinished, the ceilings of the 
classrooms and corridors in the old building have been 
whitened, and a great many small repairs have been made. 


The general condition and appearance of all the 
school property is better than it has been for many years. 
There are a few remaining things that need to be cared 
for—the most important being the improvement of the 
grounds at the Elmwood School. 


FINANCES 
The financial report of the Treasurer of the School 
Committee shows our total expenditures for 1939 to be 
$61,110.77. The Town received in 1939 the following 
reimbursements because of schools: 
Rental of School Auditorium $53.00 
Reimbursement on Tuition to 
Industrial Schools 274.42 
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State Reimbursement under

The net cost for the support of schools from local 
taxation is found to be $54,150.01 by deducting the rein- 
bursements from the total expenditure. 


It may be of interest to show graphically a compari- 
son of the way the school dollar is spent in this town and 
the state averages for Group III towns, (towns of less 
than 5,000 population and maintaining high schools). 
Figure 1, given below, shows the proportional distribu- 
tion of the way the school dollar is spent in the state and 
in the Town of East Bridgewater.

A comparison of our school costs with those of other 
towns in our group indicates that we are well below the 
average in most items. In figure 2, the dark sections 
indicate East Bridgewater expenses per child, and the 
light sections represent state average expenses for 
Group III towns.

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Figure 3 shows the school costs in the town during 
the past ten years. Casual observation will show that 
expenses have been reduced considerably; however, an 
examination of figure 4 showing pupil enrollment over 
the same ten year period, indicates a corresponding de- 
crease in the number of children attending our schools.

CONCLUSION 


It is my desire that the schools of East Bridgewater 
provide an excellent type of education for all the pupils 
_ regardless of their abilities or interests. I consider it 
our duty to supply a teaching staff, curriculum, build- 
ings and equipment that will enable every pupil to be- 
come the best citizen that he or she is capable of becom- 
ing. Apparently every member of the school department 
is working diligently toward this end. 


In closing, I wish to thank the teachers, students 
and townspeople for their excellent help and co-operation. 
You have all assisted greatly in making my position one 
of extreme satisfaction to me. To you, School Commit- 
tee members, I wish to express my special appreciation, 
not only for your support and willingness to consider and 
discuss my proposals, but also because you have made 
your Superintendent of Schools the executive officer of 
the School Department, not only in name, but in fact also.

Pursuant to a Warrant signed by the Board of Se- 
lectmen on February 12, 1940, then duly posted and the 
Constable’s return thereon, the annual town meeting 
business session was held at the Town Hall on Monday, 
March 4, 1940 at 7 p. m.

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ABSTRACT FROM CHAPTER 99 OF THE REVISED LAWS 
OF MASSACHUSETTS 


Sec. 3. Physicians and midwives shall, within for- 
ty-eight hours after the birth of every child in cases of 
which they were in charge, mail or deliver to the clerk 
or registrar of the city or town in which the birth oc- 
curred, a notice stating the date and place of the birth, 
giving the street number if any, color and the family 
name. They shall within fifteen days after the birth, 
mail or deliver to the clerk or registrar of the city or 
town in which the birth occurred, a report of the birth, 
stating the date and place, the name, if any, of the child, 
its sex and color, and the names, ages, places of birth, 
occupations and residences of the parents, giving the 
street number, if there be any, and the number of the 
ward in a city, the maiden name of the mother, if the 
full return is not made within the forty-eight hours. 


The fee of the physician or midwife shall be twenty- 
five cents for each birth so reported. A physician or mid- 
wife who neglects to report each birth within forty- 
eight hours or fifteen days thereafter, shall for each of- 
fence forfeit a sum not exceeding twenty-five dollars. 


Sec. 6. Parents, within forty days after the birth 
of a child, and every householder within forty days af- 
ter a birth in his house, shall cause notice thereof to be 
given to the clerk of the city or town in which child is 
born. 


The facts required for record, as stated in section 3, 
shall, so far as known or obtainable, be included in 
every notice given under the provision of this section. 
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Sec. 8. A parent, or other persons who, by Section 
6, is required to give, or cause to be given, notice of a 
birth or death, who neglects to do so for ten days after 
the time limited therefor, shall forfeit not more than 
five dollars for each offence. 


Sec. 24.. The Town Clerk will furnish blanks for 
returns of births to parents, householders, physicians 
and midwives who apply therefor.

In accordance with your instructions, I have made 
an audit of the books and accounts of the town of East 
Bridgewater for the period from December 3, 1939, the 
date of the previous examination, to December 14, 1940, 
and report thereon as follows: 
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The financial transactions as recorded on the books 
of the several departments receiving or disbursing 
money for the town or committing bills for collection 
were examined and reconciled with the reports and 
records of the accounting officer. 


The ledger accounts were analyzed, the recorded 
receipts being checked with the treasurer’s books while 
the payments were compared with the warrants author- 
izing them and with the treasurer’s record of pay- 
ments. 


The appropriation accounts were checked with the 
town clerk’s records of town meeting proceedings ana 
the recorded transfers from the reserve fund were veri- 
fied by a comparison with the records of the finance 
committee. 


The necessary adjusting entries resulting from the 
audit were made, and a balance sheet, which is ap- 
pended to this report, was prepared showing the fin- 
ancial condition of the town on December 14, 1940. 


The books and accounts of the treasurer were ex- 
amined and checked. The receipts, as recorded, were 
analyzed and checked with the records of the several 
departments collecting money for the town and with 
other sources from which money was paid into the 
treasury, while the payments were compared with the 
selectmen’s warrants authorizing the treasurer to dis- 
burse town funds. The cash book additions were veri- 
fied and the cash balance on December 14, 1940, was 
verified by actual count of cash on hand and by recon- 
ciliation of the bank balances with statements furnished 
by the banks of deposit. 


Payments made for maturing debt and interest 
were examined and compared with cancelled securities 
and coupons on file and with amounts falling due. 
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The savings bank books and securities representing 
the investments of the several trust funds in the custody 
of the town treasurer and the trustees were examined 
and listed. The income was proved and the disburse- 
ments were checked with vouchers on file, while the 
withdrawals transferred to the town were compared 
with the treasurer’s recorded receipts. 


The records of tax titles were examined. The taxes 
transferred to the tax title account were checked with 
the collector’s records, the disclaimers were verified, 
the reported redemptions were compared with the 
treasurer’s cash book and the tax titles on hand were 
listed and proved. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were 
examined and checked. The taxes outstanding ac- 
cording to the previous examination were audited, and 
all subsequent commitments were compared with the 
assessors’ warrants issued for their collection. The 
payments to the treasurer were verified, the recorded 
abatements were checked with the assessors’ records, 
the taxes transferred to the tax title account were prov- 
ed, and the outstanding accounts were listed and proved. 


The records of departmental and water accounts 
receivable were examined and checked in detail. The 
commitments were verified, the payments to the treas- 
urer were compared with the treasurer’s recorded re- 
ceipts, the abatements were checked with the records 
in the departments authorized to grant abatements, and 
the outstanding accounts were listed and proved. 


Verification of the outstanding tax, departmental 
and water accounts was made by mailing notices to a 
number of persons whose names appeared on the books 
as owing money to the town, the replies received there- 
to indicating that the accounts, as listed, are correct. 
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The financial accounts of the town clerk were ex- 
amined for dog and sporting licenses issued, the re- 
ported payments to the town and State being verified. 


The records of the sealer of weights and measures 
and the selectmen were examined for fees collected and 
licenses and permits issued, in addition to all other de- 
partments collecting money for the town or committing 
bills for collection, and were reconciled with the treas- 
urer’s and accounting officer’s records. 


The surety bonds of the various town officials re- 
quired by law to file them were examined and found 
to be in proper form. 


Appended to this report, in addition to the balance 
sheet are tables showing a reconciliation of the treas- 
urer’s cash, summaries of the tax, tax title, departmen- 
tal and water accounts, as well as tables showing the 
trust fund transactions. 


During the progress of the audit cooperation was 
extended by the various town officials, for which, on be- 
half of my assistants and for myself, I wish to express 
appreciation.

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REPORT OF FIRE DEPARTMENT 


To the Board of Selectmen: 


Gentlemen: 


Herewith is our report from May 1 to December 31, 
1940. 


During this eight months the Department respond- 
ed to 34 alarms; 12 district and 22 still or telephone 
alarms. 


We have issued 2 garage and filling station permits, 
19 permits for the storage of fuel oil, 2 permits to install 
a gas tank and store gasoline, 2 permits for the sale of 
fireworks and 9 permits for the use of incinerators. 


At the Central Station there is a Maxim triple com- 
bination truck of 750 gallon capacity and a Buffalo 
triple combination ladder truck with 200 gallon cap- 
acity. 


At the Elmwood Station there is an International 
chemical combination truck. 


The Department has 2400 ft. of double jacket 
214-in. hose and 1200 ft. of double jacket 1%-in. hose. 


We urge all residents to become familiar with the 
method of giving an alarm for fire. Avoid delay in send- 
ing in an alarm. The minutes saved are valuable in 
preventing fire losses. The Town is divided into dis- 
tricts. Learn the number of the district in which you 
reside. It might be useful in an emergency. Cards with 
the district numbers may be obtained from the Fire 
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Engineers. This year the Selectmen are having printed 
in the Town Report a list of the districts. Have this 
in a convenient place for ready reference. 


In case of fire, give the alarm by the following pro- 
cedure. Use the nearest telephone. Call East Bridge- 
water 20. Do not use this number for any other purpose. 
When the call is answered inform the person taking 
the call of the district number in which the fire has been 
discovered, the name of the occupants of the house and, 
if you know it, the street number. The alarm will then 
be sounded on the fire signal whistle. You should listen 
if possible and count the box number. If you discover 
any error, the sending of the apparatus to the wrong 
place in town can be avoided if you call the fire station 
nearest you and advise them of the location of the fire. 
Do not cause an alarm to be sounded for a chimney fire. 
In this case notify one of the fire engineers and the ap- 
paratus will respond. 


From our appropriation this year expenditures 
have been made for the improvement of the department 
property and for an increase in the efficiency of the 
department as a fire fighting organization. These have 
included the painting of the exterior of the Elmwood 
fire station, the construction of a hose drying tower at 
the Central fire station with a capacity of drying 2400 
feet of hose. To comply with the requirement of state 
law a life net has been secured and practice sessions 
held at both stations to familiarize the firemen with 
the use of this equipment. Other much needed equip- 
ment for the firemen and their use has been purchased. 


One member of the Board of Engineers and two 
firemen completed the state fire drill course at Brockton 
during the winter. The graduation exercises of the 
school were held at the Town Hall here on January 11 
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attended by instructors of the department of education, 
members of the Board of Selectmen, fire officials and 
firemen of many municipalities. 


One of our needs for some time has been a light 
boat for use in emergencies. We have had severa! calls 
for such a piece of equipment this year, but were unable 
to meet the requirement. This we expect to be able to 
do very shortly through the generosity of Arthur Dew- 
hurst of 117 Bridge Street who is building a boat which 
will fuilfill the requirements. The engineers feel ap- 
preciative of this commendable spirit of civic interest 
and take this opportunity to express their thanks to 
Mr. Dewhurst. 


We must call the attention of the citizens to the 
condition of the piece of apparatus at the Elmwood 
station. This motorized apparatus is dangerous to the 
lives and safety of the firemen who must now respond 
to alarms with this piece of apparatus. Purchased in 
1926, it was a makeshift piece of equipment. On what 
is generally referred to as a farm truck chassis, an 
antiquated body was placed. The machine has a high 
center of gravity and the load carried has had to be 
reduced in the interest of safety. The vehicle is equip- 
ped with two wheel (rear wheels) mechanical brakes. 
Moving on the highways now, in lines of present day 
vehicles equipped with mechanical brakes of a high 
degree of efficiency adds to the danger of its operation. 
Also with the limited load carried, the added weight 
of the machine when the firemen board the truck to 
respond to alarms makes the top heavy machine dif- 
ficult to handle and there seems to be an ever present 
danger that the machine might overturn. We recom- 
mend that the apparatus at the Elmwood station be 
removed from the fire department service in the inter- 
ests of safety. 
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We further recommend that the voters be asked 
at the Annual Town Meeting in 1941 to consider the pur- 
chase of a triple combination motorized pump to bring 
the department to the degree of efficiency which we 
consider necessary. This piece of apparatus would be 
assigned to the Elmwood station, replacing the present 
truck housed there.

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


To the Trustees of the East Bridgewater Public Library: 


I submit herewith a report of the work of the lib- 
rary for the year ending December 31, 1940. 


The circulation of books is only one of the many 
services rendered by a public library, yet it is the accept- 
ed unit of measurement for testing the efficiency of a 
library. Too often it is the only feature considered when 
a new budget is being estimated. 


When I report an increased circulation for 1940, 
I feel that a false impression will be created if the 
reason for the increase is not given. In addition to for- 
eign language books, we have borrowed several hun- 
dred books and magazines for general circulation; we 
have circulated thousands of magazines, pamphlets and 
clippings; we have had nearly a hundred books given to 
the library. Because of the decrease in our book fund, 
we were able to buy only 376 new books. We discarded 
015 worn out books, which leaves a net gain of only 61 
books for the entire year. 


As the library has 2,571 registered borrowers, there 
is small wonder that the actual number of books cir- 
culated is less than that of the previous five years. 
While we hear comments at the charging desk about 
the scarcity of books, oddly enough few people realize 
that the true cause of this condition is a book appropri- 
ation that is only one quarter of the amount needed to 
maintain the standard of our library. 
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If the library existed for no other purpose than that 
of circulating as many volumes as possible, the vision 
of its workers would have a very restricted range. Our 
work is stimulated by library aid to the schools where- 
by the library is open during school hours to the teach- 
ers and pupils. In conjunction with this service, all 
library books are read and classified for adult or school 
use. 


The library was painted last spring under a 
W.P. A. project. The work was excellently done, with 
splendid consideration shown to the library staff by 
the workers. The lighting system, the windows and 
the roof of the library were repaired from money ap- 
propriated for the library budget. We still need furni- 
ture for the entire building. In the junior room 
we use borrowed chairs for story-telling hours and on 
busy days, when all chairs are needed upstairs, the 
children stand. 


The junior room is a very active place and this con- 
dition should be remedied. In addition to story hours 
at regular intervals, a vacation reading club was formed 
and a 4-H reading group of Junior High girls met for 
twenty weeks. Book Week and all holidays were ob- 
served with special exhibits. Many state reading cer- 
tificates were awarded to children who read five books 
from a certified list for each certificate. 

Our memorial book funds yield less than half the 
amount of ten years ago. We are very grateful for the 
gifts of books, pamphlets, periodicals and pictures 
which have aided us in maintaining our standard of 
work. We also appreciate the statuary, pottery and 
flowers which were given to the library. 

In June the library entertained the Old Colony 
Library Club on its eightieth meeting. The meeting 
was held in the High School auditorium with a record 
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attendance. The librarian and staff members have 
attended many library lectures and meetings, includ- 
ing those of the Massachusetts Library Association. 


There are no staff resignations to report this year. 
Seven N. Y. A. workers have been assigned to the library 
from the High School during the year, the number now 
employed being four. The entire staff has been untir- 
ing in its efforts to make our library service effective 
and helpful. To them, and to the Trustees for their 
appreciative interest and guidance, I am deeply grate- 
ful.

The Board engaged Ellen N. E. Moorhouse as Agent. 


There was no office or accommodations for the use 
of the Welfare Board and aside from records the only 
equipment was a lockless filing cabinet in the Nurse’s 
office and one with a lock which was in the Selectmen’s 
room. This held Old Age Assistance records. 


A board doing the amount of business a Welfare 
Board must do could not function without an office. 


Thanks to the understanding and willingness to 
assist of the Selectmen there is now a comfortable, ade- 
quate office. Office equipment has been purchased. 
Chairs were necessary, a typewriter and stand, a steel 
cabinet for storage were purchased and a table and desk 
were contributed from other offices in the building. 
Monday, April 29th the new office was used for the 
first time. Since then the office hours of the Agent 
have been Mondays, Tuesdays and Thursdays from 
9 to 12 and 1.30 to 5.30. 


The Board has met regularly every Wednesday 
evening for Welfare business and two Friday evenings 
a month for Old Age Assistance and Aid to Dependent 
Children. But the work has necessitated much more 
time be given than the regular evening meetings. 
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Meetings were held with the doctors and dentist 
that better understanding of the work be realized and 
better terms made for the town. 


The board secured food budgets from the State Wel- 
fare Department and from municipalities using them. 
After making a thorough study, one furnished by the 
State Department was accepted as it had been approved 
by physicians as being sufficient to maintain health. 
Every case has been measured by this standard. 


Able-bodied Welfare recipients have been given 
an opportunity to work for their assistance and various 
departments have cooperated by furnishing work in this 
these people. The departments using workers in this 
way have been the Park, Health, Highway and for care 
of the Old Cemetary. Ninety-five days work have 
been contributed by the Welfare Department in this 
way. 


There have been 391 persons aided. Of these 196 
have had settlement. 126 were unsettled and 69 were 
from other cities and towns. 


On December 31st there were 38 cases receiving aid 
including settled and unsettled and one from another 
town. 


OLD AGE ASSISTANCE 


During the year there have been 150 cases aided, 25 
were closed. On December 31st there were 125 cases with 
A pending. 


AID TO DEPENDENT CHILDREN 


There have been 17 cases aided with 46 children. 
One case was closed leaving 16 cases with 45 children.

The total cost from the Welfare Department under 
this heading—$1,117.41. This covers contribution for 
material in the Sewing Project and $10.00 per person 
working and for carting commodities. 


The value of food distributed was valued at 
$9,843.80 and the value of clothing was $6,059.35. 


The contribution from this department requested 
for 1941 is $191.66.

During the year 1940 the following diseases were 
reported. Mumps, 42; Dog-bite, 20; Measles, 8; Lobar 
Pneumonia, 3; Scarlet Fever, 3; Whooping Cough, 2; 
Pulmonary Tuberculosis, 2. 


Several unsightly dumps were cleaned up during 
the year and No Dumping signs were erected. We wish 
to take this opportunity to remind all residents that the 
town provides a public dump and to urge everyone 
to cooperate in our efforts to prevent unlawful dump- 
ing of rubbish and garbage. 


The annual diphtheria immunization clinics were 
conducted at the Allen School during April and May. 
Upon the recommendation of the State Department of 
Public Health two clinics for the immunization of dogs 
against Rabies were held in the basement of the Central 
Fire Station during October. Two cemetary associa- 
tions applied for permits to use additional land for 
burial purposes, hearings were held, drainage from 
the lands were investigated and approvement for said 
use was given.

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REPORT OF INSPECTOR OF ANIMALS 


To the Citizens of the Town of East Bridgewater: 


During the annual inspection of 1940 I visited the 
stables on 74 premises, inspected 1049 cows, 140 head 
of young stock, 37 bulls, 76 swine, 9 sheep, 24 goats, and 
4 oxen. 


I have investigated and reported on 8 tuberculin 
reactors, and one case of Actinomycosis. I have taken 
the ear numbers on 27 cattle from out of State coming 
into this town and sent the numbers to the Division of 
livestock Disease Control. 


Since February 18 dog bites were reported. I 
have quarantined these dogs for the legal period. This 
is an increase of 8 dog bites in the last year. 


During the month of September the Town was 
menanced by Rabies. One positive report on an animal 
in town that died from this dread disease. I quaran- 
tined a number of dogs in the vicinity of the sick ani- 
mal, and all dogs were restrained for a three month 
period. This period is over January 6, 1941.

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REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN 


The efforts of all town departments have been di- 
rected during the past year in a coordinated effort to 
secure the most beneficial results. <A fine spirit of co- 
operation has been manifested in the related work of 
the departments and a loyal spirit of service by the 
ollicers has been noted. 


Reports of the past few years have indicated that 
some activities were emergency activities due to pre- 
vailing economic conditions and were considered in a 
sense temporary problems. It now appears that most 
of these have a permanent place in our town govern- 
ment and these have added to the problems of ad- 
ministration. In many of these federal or state aid or 
both is received and this has multiplied the administra- 
tive costs and required either a larger devotion of time 
to these matters by the officers in charge or the increase 
in personnal for administrative work. 


Each of these activities which receives outside 
financial aid is now established on a permanent basis 
and is functioning well. The aid received from the 
federal and state governments is important to us when 
the yearly budget is considered. Such aid as is received 
for the continuation of W. P. A., Old Age Assistance, 
Aid to Dependent children has been helpful and we 
recommend that the town make such appropriations 
as may be necessary to continue to receive this aid. 
The general programme seems to have become a part 
of our national economic life. 
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REMOTE CONTROL 


While many of these forms of financial aid and 
new programmes have been given to us by legislation 
of the past decade, they have also imposed changes in 
administration of local affairs. The official responsi- 
bility of boards and officers to make decisions has been 
diminished nearly to the vanishing point. On nearly 
all matters some outside agency must be consulted to 
secure their approval. In some cases these outside gov- 
ernmental agencies have the authority to act directly 
or indirectly withholding funds or otherwise direct the 
local policy of government. The quality of home ruie 
of which Massachusetts municipalities were so proud 
has been greatly reduced. Likewise we find advocates 
of plans which would further remove from the indiv- 
idual citizens some of their present rights in govern- 
ment. 


PUBLIC EXPENDITURES 

Through the annual or special town meetings, 
grants of funds are voted as appropriations to be ad- 
ministered by boards or officers during the fiscal year. 
Attention must be called again by the board to the 
fact that appropriations so made are for lawful expen- 
ditures made during that fiscal year. The laws govern- 
ing municipal expenditures in Massachusetts require 
that payments for such expenditures must be made 
from the appropriation of that year. A recent supreme 
court decision definitely interprets this law. The de- 
cision substantially says that bills contracted in one 
year can not be paid for with money in an appropria- 
tion of a following year and that there is no statutory 
power by which municipalities may raise money to 
meet any such expenditures. A proposed legislative 
act is now pending in the legislature to provide a cor- 
rective to meet any matters thus left unsett!ed. 
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APPROPRIATIONS 

The board of selectmen feel a keen interest in the 
coordinated efforts of all of the town departments 
which combine to make our town government. We 
feel that they have a most important responsibility 
in the consideration of their current budget, gauging 
accurately their needs for the fiscal year and asking for 
an appropriation sufliciently large to allow the depart- 
ment to render the service which the public expects 
of the department. These combined estimates make 
our yearly general budget. 


When the total of the departmental needs is as- 
certained, then we can pass a more accurate judgement 
on what special appropriations may be made with 
safety in any fiscal year, having in view the effect of 
these appropriations on the tax rate. 


The tax rate is determined in part by the voters 
in making these annual appropriations. It is a reflec- 
tion of the services for which they express a desire. 
Under the state law matters of the budget and articles 
in the town meeting warrant must be considered by the 
finance committee. This committee is then to make 
a recommendation to the town meeting. The decision 
on the questions before the town meeting is for the 
individual voter, acting collectively at the town meeting 
assembly. We hear much today o: the need for the 
preservation of democracy in this world and what is 
termed “the American way of life.” The town meet- 
ing and the established form of town government are, 
in their essence, the last frontier of a pure democracy. 
They have been successfully administered and main- 
tained and our loyalty to their traditions should make 
citizens wary of the proposals for changes in their form 
which would nullify their continuation as a true demo- 
cracy. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS 
Among matters which are in the Warrant for the 
annual town meeting we recommend serious consider- 
ation of the following. 


1. An appropriation of one thousand dollars for the 
continuation of Chapter 90 maintenance work to be 
used in conjunction with funds provided by the state 
and county for the completion of surface treatment 
from the railroad crossing on North Central street and 
from this point on Central street to the junction of 
Central and Plymouth street. Any balance should be 
applied on like work on a part of Whitman street. 


2. An appropriation of five thousand dollars for 
the reconstruction of a section of Plymouth street which 
will complete the reconstruction of the entire length of 
this street. The unfinished section is narrow and dan- 
gerous to travel. It is urgent that this work be done. 
Allotments of ten thousand dollars have been made 
by the state and five thousand for the county for this 
work. 


3. Serious consideration of a recommendation con- 
tained in the report of the board of fire engineers, that 
a motorized triple combination pump be purchased 
for the fire department. The apparatus would be hous- 
ed at the Elmwood station. 


4. With many of our young citizens already in 
training camps and others scheduled to leave for train- 
ing during the year, we recommend that there should 
be established a Citizens’ Committee to coordinate any 
activities which may be undertaken in their behalf. 
While this does not come before the town meeting we 
hope that such a committee will be established. 
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5. An appropriation for the continuation of the 


W. P. A., a report of the activities for the past year 
which is included herewith.

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REPORT OF THE 
SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


The members of the School Committee are indeed 
public servants but more particularly are they the ser- 
vants of their charges, the pupils toward whom their 
responsibilities are weighty. At times it is the unpleas- 
ant duty of the committee to go contrary to the views of 
the parents, even, in the best interest of the children. 
More often the committee furthers the cause of edu- 
cation by cooperation of the parents and the tax-paying 
general public, and that is our aim, although on occas- 
ion the enthusiasm of the committee may clash with 
the public’s idea of thrift. 


Our feeling is that we are elected to use whatever 
experience, knowledge, and judgment may be ours to 
prepare the children of the town for useful and happy 
lives as future citizens, wherever their abilities point 
them. To that end, at times, we espouse causes which 
may not have popular support, simply because we con- 
sider them to be right and that we should urge their 
adoption in fairness to our charges. In other words, 
although to our minds, after deliberation, a program 
or idea is meritorious and one of benefit to the students, 
we still have to sell it to the townspeople. This can be 
difficult. Were the townspeople in closer touch with 
existing conditions and educational practice, it would 
not be necessary for the committee to face the problem 
of explaining its stand taken after much investigation 
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and discussion in the few minutes time afforded at a 
town meeting when public support is wanted. 


A parent-teacher organiztion—with the emphasis 
on “parent”—would go a long way in keeping the public 
abreast of situations. The committee would welcome 
such an association but feels that it should not originate 
one for that would weaken its purpose. Parents have 
a tendency to turn the education of their offspring over 
to the authorities and then to rest unless met by a dis- 
turbing situation which might not have arisen had they 
kept themselves informed. 


Certainly we are interested in the eduction of chil- 
dren. Obviously there can be no other inducement for 
seeking election to the somewhat irksome office and per- 
forming its duties without material compensation and 
with but slight commendation. When a step is taken, 
it is prompted solely by sincere and enlightened judg- 
ment of the group, although individuals on the com- 
mittee may differ as to detail. 


In no sense do we feel that our schools and their 
courses are luxuries. Luxuries are wholly a matter of 
relativity. What is an essential to you, because of pro- 
gress, was a luxury to your grandfather or your father. 
The same is true of our school system. We must pre- 
pare our boys and girls as well as those of our neighbors 
or they will be handicapped in the battle of life. If 
we prepare them better, the town as a whole will gain. 
Reports of recent graduates indicate that they were 
prepared at least no worse than their new classmates 
and fellow workers. Let us maintain and improve the 
record. We cannot do so if we are to be hindered by 
inadequate classrooms. True the building is not the 
“school,” but it is an important part, and where, as now, 
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we have in places fifty pupils to a room with one teacher 
some are sure to suffer in preparation, and those will 
be the type which can least afford to be retarded and 
which the town cannot afford to have retarded. 


The School Committee needs more rooms immed- 
iately and indications are that this trend will continue. 
Please consider the matter deeply from the moral and 
economic standpoint with a far-sighted attitude, and 
we feel sure that you will not refuse a fair chance to 
the coming generations, your children, who will need all 
the education we can give them to overcome the mis- 
takes made by ours.

AGE OF ADMISSION TO SCHOOL 


Any child who becomes six years of age on or be- 
fore January first of the year following the term which 
he wishes to enter school may be admitted into the first 
grade, but in every case the admission of a child under 
six shall be dependent upon the fitness of the child to 
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profit by the work of the school, such fitness to be de- 
termined by the Superintendent. Pupils under seven 
years of age who have not previously attended school 
shall not be permitted to enter later than thirty days 
after the opening of school in September. 


COMPULSORY ATTENDANCE LAW 
The following excerpts regarding school atten- 
dance have been taken from the “General Laws Re- 
lating to Education” (1932 edition) : 


Chapter 76 — Section I 


SCHOOL ATTENDANCE REGULATED 

Every child between seven and sixteen shall at- 
tend a public day school in the town where he resides 
or some other day school approved by the School Com- 
mittee during the entire time the public schools are 
in session. The Superintendent, or teacher in so far 
as authorized by him or by the School Committee, may 
excuse cases of necessary absence not exceeding seven 
day sessions or fourteen one-half day sessions in any 
part of six months. The School Committee of each town 
shall provide for and enforce the school attendance of 
all children actually residing therein in accordance 
herewith. 


Section II 


DUTIES OF PARENTS AS TO SCHOOL 
ATTENDANCE, PENALTIES. 

Every person in control of a child described in the 
preceding section shall cause him to attend school as 
therein required, and, if he fails so to do for seven day 
sessions or fourteen one-half day sessions within any 
period of six months, he shall, on complaint by Super- 
visor of Attendance, be punished by a fine of not more 
than $20.00. 
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REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee of East Bridgewater: 


Ladies and Gentlemen: 


I am happy to present my third annual report as 
your Superintendent of Schools. The schools have 
made some unusual progress during the year, and it 
is my hope that this report may serve as a record of that 
progress. 


COMMITTEE 


At the annual organization meeting held in March, 
Mr. John B. Thorndike was elected Chairman; Mr. A. J. 
Bradford Alexander, Secretary; and Mrs. Anna M. Ban- 
nerman, Treasurer. The Committee held twelve reg- 
ular and six special meetings during the year. It is 
my continued opinion that the town is extremely for- 
tunate to have such an efficient and progressive school 
committee. 


TEACHER PERSONNEL 


During the year we had four changes in our teach- 
ing force. Miss Marie Randall resigned her fifth grade 
position at the Allen School to accept a position in Whit- 
man. Miss Eleanor Aiken, a graduate of Framingham 
with one year of experience, was elected to fill the 
vacancy. Miss Ruth L. Andersen resigned to accept 
a more lucrative position teaching domestic science in 
Wellesley. Her position is being filled by Miss Roberta 
Walkey, a graduate of Massachusetts State College with 
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two years of experience. A change in school curriculum 
made it necessary for us to obtain a trained shop teach- 
er. Mr. Joshua Seaver was not reappointed as a teach- 
er of commercial and general subjects. Mr. John Mat- 
yosaitis, a graduate of Fitchburg with one year of ex- 
perience, was elected to the shop position. Mr. Ray- 
mond Leach resigned his position as supervisor of Music 
to accept a similar position in Wellesley. Mr. James 
Anderson, a graduate of the New England Conservatory 
of Music, was elected to this position. 


One annual problem facing the school departments 
of the smaller towns is the resignation of capable tea- 
chers to accept higher salaried positfons in larger towns 
and cities. It is only by the process of careful selection 
that the smaller towns can hope to maintain a compe- 
tent teacher personnel. We were sorry to lose a num- 
ber of very capable teachers last spring; however, the 
new appointees are serving with distinction and our 
faculty has not been weakened by the changes. 


It is my hope that the parents appreciate our tea- 
chers. Every individual child in the town is receiving 
the best care and the most consideration that conditions 
permit the teachers to give. It is the desire of every 
teacher to see each child progress normally in school 
work and in social behavior. 


NEW COURSES 


All of the important changes instituted in 1939 
have been retained and a number have been extended 
during the past year. The shop work has been made 
available for boys in grades seven through twelve. In- 
stead of the two classes that were offered in 1939, we 
now provide four classes. While it was necessary for us 
to make a rather meager beginning in this work last 
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year, with a small amount of equipment and a teacher 
not especially trained, we should all feel proud of the 
start that was made. This year we have more equip- 
ment and a well trained teacher who has organized 
the course with high standards. Work is now being done 
in wood, metal, and electricity. The boys appear to be 
very much interested, with the result that the whole 
tenor of the school is improved. 


A new course in domestic science is being offered to 
the girls in grades eleven and twelve. The course is 
being taught in the following four units of work: home 
nursing, child care, home management, and consumer 
education. In the first unit the class studied: 1. the 
methods of determing sickness; 2. the care of the sick 
including such items as suitable food, ventilation, 
changing the bed, etc. The members of the class offered, 
through the district nurse, to assist in caring for sick 
persons in the community. In the child care unit, 
an unusuai technique has been used by having a num- 
ber of pre-school children of various ages attend school 
each day for ten weeks. The girls taking the course 
were instructed regarding the care of the child from 
birth to school age. In the home management unit, the 
objectives are to teach the girls proper family budgeting, 
the cost of time payment purchases, proper rent costs, 
etc. Under consumer education, the attempt is made 
to improve the judgment of the girls regarding values in 
fabrics, furniture, food, and other items used in the 
home. 


The practice of offering three years of typewrit- 
ing has not been in effect long enough for us to have 
a third year class this year. Those students who will 
take the course next year indicate that the average 
speed and accuracy is going to be considerably higher 
than in former years. 
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The revisions which have been made in our course 
of study have given us a suitable program for each 
student. The experiences of this past year show that one 
more course of a general nature needs to be offered in 
the junior year at the high school. In a few cases, par- 
ents are insisting that their children continue the col- 
lege or commercial course when the student has shown 
inability to do the work with any reasonable degree 
of success. I think it would be better to permit these 
pupils to transfer to the general course. We offer suf- 
ficient courses so that our students should be able to 
select those of interest and benefit to them. I honestly 
believe that we are supplying an excellent educational 
program for every type of student. 


Present world conditions place a number of com- 
paratively new problems before school departments. 
The primary question is that of determining just how 
the schools can serve the best purpose in our national 
life. Because of lack of equipment, we can do little 
by way of preparing skilled help. We are doing our 
best to encourage our students to continue such prepar- 
atory courses after graduation. We are doing our best 
to teach our students that our democracy provides hu- 
manity with the greatest amount of freedom that ex- 
ists in the world. 


TESTS AND SCHOLARSHP 


In May of 1938, the Metropolitan Achievement 
Tests were given in the first eight grades for the first 
time. Each year since then, a different form of the 
test has been given in the same month. There are a 
number of reasons for giving some standardized test 
each year; first, they give an objective indication of the 
ability of each pupil where the subjective opinion of 
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the teacher, parent, and others can make no difference 
in the mark received; second, the test shows how our 
scholarship compares with that of other cities and 
towns in the district, state, and nation; third, the stand- 
ing of the class in each subject is indicated by the test; 
fourth, the tests, if properly used, assist in diagnosing 
the difficulties of classes and individuals. During past 
years, spelling and arithmetic have been our poorest 
subjects. Much progress has been made in arithmetic, 
and we are placing special emphasis on spelling this 
year. ‘

Some people may be pleased with these results, 
while others may be displeased. We would all like 
objective proof indicating our scholarship to be equal 
or above the normal. There is one bit of encouraging 
information to be obtained in our record. We are 
showing steady improvement, and it is our hope that 
in May, 1941, we may be up to normal or above it. 


While discussing our scholarship, the records be- 
ing made by our high school graduates at various col- 
leges should receive some consideration. By referring 
to the record of our past graduates, one can observe 
that sixteen of the 1940 class are now continuing their 
education. A number of these have stated that they 
are as well, if not better, prepared than students com- 
ing from other schools, regardless of size. These past 
students are sincere in their praise of the excellent 
teaching being done in our senior high school. 
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It is not my intention to give the impression that 
we are specializing in college preparation. We are at- 
tempting to gear our scholarship standards in such a 
way that every student in all our schools will be en- 
couraged to develop at his or her maximum rate. The 
attempt is being made to provide for “individual dif- 
ferences” throughout all our schools. In grades seven 
through twelve our grouping technique is working out 
exceptionally well, with the result that we are now giv- 
ing better preparation for commercial positions, gen- 
eral positions, and college entrance. 


HOME STUDY 


My opinion regarding home study does not change 
much from year to year. Mere attendance at school, 
occupying a desk, and playing with other children at 
recess time has never appeared to me to be any guaran- 
tee that a child was obtaining a complete education. A 
college professor of mine once said that we could not 
expect to sit at a school desk and hatch out worthwhile 
ideas without doing some real studying. Starting with 
the sixth grade, every student should have some home- 
work to do. Parents often tell me that their children 
say they have no homework because they prepare their 
lessons in study periods at school. This is an erroneous 
statement by the child. Unless the child is getting “A” 
in all subjects, the parent should not accept such a 
statement. The child may partially prepare the work 
in study periods, but the work cannot be more than 
half prepared in study period time. We notice that 
most of our students are taking books home, but we 
can only hope that the books are studied. Books left 
on the library table at home serve little purpose in the 
educative process. 
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More depends upon the kind of study than on the 
amount of time spent. If home study goes on where 
the attention is interrupted by conversation, telephone, 
radio, and other distractions, the results cannot be 
other than unsatisfactory. We would like to suggest 
to all parents that they provide a proper place for their 
children to do this home study. Have it a quiet place, 
properly heated and lighted, and insist that the children 
have a regular time set aside for their work. A num- 
ber of good students, who come from homes where it 
is difficult to study in the evening, have asked permis- 
sion to remain at school after our daily session has 
closed in order that they may have a good, quiet place 
to study. We would be glad to extend this privilege 
to any student desiring it. A suggested schedule in- 
dicating the amount of time that we would like to have 
spent in conscientious home study on every school day 
is as follows: Grade six, 45 minutes; Grades seven and 
eight, 60 minutes; Grades nine through twelve, 90 min- 
utes, but those students preparing for college in these 
latter grades should average 120 minutes in home 
study. 


GUIDANCE 


We are continuing the attempt to do our part in 
caring for the life adjustment of present students and 
past graduates. Courses in guidance are given all stud- 
ents in grades seven and eight by Miss Ellen M. Shea. 
The main emphasis is placed on social conduct pro- 
blems in those grades; however, near the end of grade 
eight, Miss Shea has a private conference with each 
student to consider the proper selection of subjects to 
be persued in grade nine. The guidance courses in 
grades eleven and twelve are conducted by Mr. Stan- 
ley B. Goldman. The work of grade eleven is intended 
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to guide students in the continuation of their education 
in grade twelve and after graduation. In grade twelve, 
the attempt is made to enlighten the students along vo- 
vational lines and to teach techniques used in obtaining 
employment. Mr. Goldman has done some excellent 
work in this field, and the following excerpt from his 
report to me is submitted for your information: 


“A review of this brief report will furnish con- 
crete evidence of the increased usefulness of the sen- 
ior high school guidance work over the year 1938-1939 
according to statistics which is the best method of 
determining from year to year the results obtained. 


The guidance work included a campaign to dis- 
pel the notion among many students that there is 
greater culture in working with the brain than with 
the hands. 


In several instances the guidance department 
established some means of maintaining contact with 
pupils after their graduation. We shall attempt to 
continue to aid and advise our graduates until they 
are well established in their chosen work. 


Again one good scholarship for a 1940 graduate 
was secured through the efforts of the guidance de- 
partment. 


The class of 1940 had fifty-two members in Sep- 
tember, 1938, forty-nine of whom were graduated in 
June, 1940. Of this number, twenty-four are employ- 
ed full time, one is employed part-time, one is mar- 
ried, sixteen are continuing their education as full 
time students (three of these are taking post graduate 
courses at the High School), three are unemployed, 
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one is deceased, two have joined the service, and 
one pupil transferred to another school before grad- 
uation. 


In my opinion the situation in East Bridgewater 
is very good regarding the employment of its grad- 
uates of 1940. The record being set up by the 1940 
graduates at the various institutions of learning in 
every instance is very favorable.” 


VISUAL EDUCATION AND SAFETY 

During the year, we have had suitable films for all 
subjects which lend themselves to visual teaching. Our 
projector is the silent type for which the most recent 
teaching films are no longer being produced. Since our 
machine is in a rather poor state of repair, it is hoped 
that we may be able to have a new sound projector in 
the near future. A new sound film library is being 
sponsored at the Bridgewater State Teachers College 
where it will be possible to obtain the latest films at 
reduced rates. The vast majority of educators believe 
that learning is facilitated if visual and auditory aids 
are utilized. 


Safety is being taught again this year by Miss 
Eleanor M. Holmes in grades seven and eight. Safety 
in the operation of the automobile is being taught to 
seniors in the high school by Mr. Stanley B. Goldman. 
About the only method by which we can judge the effic- 
iency of our safety teaching is by considering the num- 
ber of avoidable accidents which happen to our stu- 
dents. From observation, it appears that the number of 
such accidents is comparatively few. 


HEALTH 
During the year, a number of health readers were 
purchased to be used in the elementary grades. It is 
hoped that these may provide some added material 
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through which our teachers may increase the teaching 
of health. In the seventh and eighth grades, the health 
material is presented in the science classes. The major- 
ity of people normally think of health largely as phys- 
ical health and give little thought to mental health. The 
school, home, and society generally should be more con- 
siderate of the factors which contribute in causing un- 
happiness. The personality of the teacher, the indiv- 
idual attention and encouragement given the child, and 
the administrative techniques used are only a few items 
that affect mental attitudes in school life. We are 
attempting to encourage each child to do his best work 
in school, but we do not wish to cause a mental strain 
on anyone either through work difficulty or disciplin- 
ary measures. 

Our school nurse, Miss Ruth G. Evans, is continu- 
ing her efficient work this year. She is offering a course 
in first aid to those high school students who elect it. 
During the year Miss Evans has talked before our teach- 
ers and various groups of students with the result that 
a number of health items have been properly discussed. 
We have every reason to believe that our health work 
would compare favorably with the best in the state. 
Some very interesting statistics have been published 
recently regarding the decline of infant mortality in 
the state. 17.9% of the children born in 1915 died before 
they reached the age of one year, and 24.3% had died 
before age five. In 1939, only 3.7% died before age one, 
and only 6.2% before age five. Many organizations have 
worked energetically to make this improvement pos- 
sible. Certainly the health work being done in the 
schools should receive some part of the credit for the 
improvement which can never be measured in dollars 
and cents. The following facts from the report of the 
school nurse will serve as a record of the work per- 
formed:

ART 

An indication of the caliber of our art work is best 
conveyed by the complimentary remarks received from 
those who visit our schools. Many parents, visiting tea- 
chers, and school administrators have praised our work 
highly. Mrs. Ruth P. Kitchin, our art supervsior, visits 
each class in the first eight grades once a week. The elec- 
tive class in art at the senior high school meets on Wed- 
nesday after school and has an enrollment of twenty- 
two. A number of our students received prizes in an art 
contest conducted by the Massachusetts Society for Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Animals in May. The following 
quotation from the report of Mrs. Kitchin will supply a 
better description of the work being done: 
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“Drawing is a universal language. It should be 
used to supplement the written and oral work of a 
pupil. Therefore, the aim of a drawing course, is 
not primarily to make an artist of each child, but to 
develop his ability to use drawing as he uses his 
power to speak and write. It is a means of expression 
and a means understood by all.” 


MUSIC 

Our town has been fortunate enough in years past 
to have the services of capable music supervisors. The 
musical background which has been developed really 
speaks for itself. Our vocal program in the grades is well 
outlined, and our instrumental program is exceptional 
for a town of this size. The practice of having beginning 
instrumental classes on Saturday morning is unusually 
successful. We had seventeen new students start instru- 
mental lessons this fall, and there are approximately 
fifty students now attending the Saturday morning 
classes. At the New England Music Festival last spring, 
our senior band won a one-plus rating which is the 
highest rating possible for a band to obtain. An excerpt 
from the report of Mr. Anderson, our music supervisor, 
will give more information regarding the technical 
parts of the work being done. 


“In the primary grades, the children, through 
singing, listening, and rhythmic activities develop 
a feeling for tonality, tempo, meter, and phrase struc- 
ture in music. In the intermediate grades, along with 
an extension of these activities, musical theory is 
taught from an intellectual standpoint. 


In the Junior High School, music is selected to 
make a strong appeal to the emotional side of the 
adolescent pupils and to hold their interest through 
the sheer beauty of melody and appealing harmony. 
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The Senior High School choral groups sing 
music that expresses all the emotions and feelings of 
mankind. These activities culminate in a deeper 
and richer understanding of music and its relation- 
ship to every individual. 


The instrumental music program is broad and 
varied in its scope. We have, at present, three organ- 
ized groups studying instrumental music at the 
Senior High School; an elementary band, a junior 
band, and a senior band. The boys and girls in the 
elementary bands are given a systematic course of 
study which enables them to prepare to enter a senior 
band. 


Class instruction in instrumental music is offer- 
ed at a very low cost each Saturday morning at the 
Senior High School. There is also a class in twirling 
for those who desire to become drum majorettes.” 


SCHOOL LIBRARY FACILITIES 

For the past two years, our schools have been co- 
operating with the public library to the extent that our 
high school pupils have the privilege of leaving the 
school building and going to the library during study 
periods. This practice supplies us better reference ma- 
terial than a school library could normally be expected 
to provide. An average of approximately twenty-five 
students visit the library every day, and our students 
have cooperated splendidly in the project. In the two 
years, we have had no disciplinary difficulties, and we 
have increased the reference work very much. The 
teachers of our elementary schools have the privilege of 
going to the library and selecting a number of books to 
be delivered to their school room for use by the pupils. 
After the books have been read, they are returned and 
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others obtained. A number of school executives have 
visited and expressed a wish that they had the opportun- 
ity to have such an ideal ararngement. We wish to ex- 
press our appreciation for the splendid cooperation giv- 
en by all those in charge at the library. 


HIGH SCHOOL ACTIVITIES 

Our boys’ athletic teams have won a majority of 
their contests regardless of the fact that practically 
all the opponents have been representing Class A 
schools which have two or three times our enrollment. 
Perhaps our greatest satisfaction came in March when 
our basketball team won the Class B championship at 
the Brockton Tournament for the second year in suc- 
cession. In life, we need to know how to win and lose 
with comparative calmness; therefore, our players and 
student spectators are urged to demonstrate a high de- 
gree of sportsmanship. Our athletic program includes 
intramural basketball leagues for boys and girls with 
approximately 125 participants, boys’ and girls’ varsity 
basketball in the senior high school and a team for boys 
in the junior high school, varsity and junior high school 
baseball teams, and a baseball league for the boys in 
grades four, five, and six. 


The Student's Pen was judged the best Class B pub- 
lication in southeastern Massachusetts for the eighth 
year in succession. The success in competition is only a 
slight indication of the true value of the paper. In order 
for it to be ranked superior, we must have superior 
editors, story writers, artists, business managers, fac- 
ulty managers, and an enthusiastic student body. 


Our school was well represented in oratorical con- 
tests during the year. Richard Bartlett won first prize 
in the Tri-Town American Legion Essay Contest held 
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at Bridgewater. This was the third consecutive year 
that a student from our school has won the first prize. 
Russell Bosworth represented us in the National Legion 
contest of the district. In both of these Legion contests, 
the subject was in connection with our national consti- 
tution. Leon Webber represented us in the National 
Forensic League contest and was able to advance to the 
state finals before being eliminated. We are now spon- 
soring a local forensic talent contest with twenty-four 
students entered. Each entrant will give a six minute 
performance before a school assembly. 


Last spring, the Class of 1940 presented an excel- 
lent play under the direction of Miss Katherine L. Moore- 
hardt. A large group of students, coached by Mr. Emery 
S. Loud, presented the first operetta given by the school 
in many years. A number of minor dramatic perfor- 
mances have been prepared and presented at student 
assemblies. A new practice is being followed this year 
by having an assembly every two weeks. 


SCHOOL PROPERTY AND HOUSING 

By repairing the grounds at the Elmwood School, 
we have completed all such major repairs that should 
need to be made for many years. A new maple floor was 
placed in one room at that school, and it is hoped that 
we may be able io place a new floor in the other room 
this coming summer. The West School appears to be 
in excellent condition in every respect. The Allen 
School needs considerable repairing done around the 
windows, new shingles on at least half of the outside, 
and new stairs inside the building. 


The High School addition has been a source of 
trouble since it was erected only four years ago. Appar- 
ently the bricks were not laid correctly, and the walls 
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have always leaked during the wet seasons. The build- 
ing committee was dismissed during the year, and it 
then became the duty of the school committe to make 
what repairs were necessary. After obtaining the best 
advice available, the committee decided it would be 
necessary to cut out the mortar to a three-quarter inch 
depth and then repoint the brickwork. This work was 
done on the top twenty feet of part of the building, and 
no leaks have appeared in the repaired section since 
the work was done. It is unfortunate that the school 
committee has to assume the responsibility of making 
extensive repairs on such a new building. Financial 
resposibility could have been more properly placed had 
the money been obtained, as the committee intended, 
by a special town meeting before the repairs were made. 
The repairs have cost approximately $1,000 to date, and 
about as much more will be required to complete the 
job. 

A serious housing problem exists at the Allen 
School, where we have between 38 and 53 pupils in a 
class. There are 53 pupils in the first grade, and our 
school census indicates that we are to have about the 
same number enter in September, 1941. We cannot 
hope to supply an excellent type of elementary educa- 
tion if we continue to have fifty or more pupils in a 
grade. A number of solutions have been suggested, 
such as using some of the abandoned schools, building 
a new structure properly planned for future additions 
to be made when necessity so requires, or building 
two more rooms on at the Allen School. If the town 
desires to spend money wisely over a period of twenty 
years, I do not believe that any considerable sum of 
money should be spent in building an addition on the 
Allen School. If we can afford to do any building, it 
should be the type that will serve adequately for years 
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to come. It is my opinion that we can use our present 
buildings rather than spend considerable money on a 
temporary solution. The school population trend in the 
town was down from 1934 to 1937, but apparently the 
trend has stopped and reversed itself. If present in- 
creases continue, we may expect an all-time high in 
school enrollment by 1943. 


FINANCES 


The financial report of the school committee treas- 
urer indicates our total expenditures for 1940 were 
$61,619.23. The town received the following reimburse- 
ments during the year because of schools:

By deducting the reimbursements from the expendi- 
tures, one finds the net cost of schools, required to be 
raised from local taxation, is $54,325.63. 


It is hoped that parents and taxpayers appreciate 
the fact that our schools are operated on less money 
per child than is the case in the average town of this 
size in the state. The information that was given in 
graphic form last year is being presented in composi- 
tion form this year. In reading the information regard- 
ing each item the first figures given refer to East Bridge- 
water and the figures following the dash are State aver- 
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ages for Group III towns of less than 5,000 population 
and maintaining high schools. The headings listed are 
those given in the state reports and refer to costs in 
dollars per child per year: 


General Control 3.35 — 4.56; Teachers’ 
Salaries 47.20 — 54.99; Textbooks and Sup- 
plies 4.16 — 4.54; Janitor Services, Fuel 
and Miscellaneous Expense 10.18 — 11.26; 
Repairs 4.44 — 3.04; Health 1.99 — 1.57; 
Transportation 8.62 — 9.82; Tuition .09 — 


12; Miscellaneous 0 — 1.27; 
Total 80.03 — 91.17 


Regardless of how we finally decide to house our 
increased enrollment in September, 1941, an increase 
in costs is bound to result. The school budget has been 
reduced $3,600 in the past two years. The greatest of 
care has been taken in handling school finances to make 
these reductions possible. The committee asks for the 
least amount of money which they believe will support 
the schools according to the desired standards. 


CONCLUSION 


Again I wish to express my affirmation of the age 
old statement which says “as is the teacher, so is the 
school.” I do believe that East Bridgewater has an ex- 
cellent school system, and I desire to say that the 
majority of the credit should go to our excellent teach- 
ers. Without their cooperation, loyalty, and industri- 
ousness, our schools would constitute a source of sorrow 
instead of one of pride. Our students are to be congra- 
ulated on their fine attitude toward the schools. The 
majority of them appear to understand that school is 
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more than a preparation for life, that it is a part of life 
itself. The parents and citizens have shown consider- 
able whole-hearted interest in the welfare of the 
schools. Without their continued help and _ interest, 
the best of schools are impossible. Finally, I wish to 
thank you, members of the school committee, for your 
continued support.
